Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and 
the Chicago ard Northwestern railroads. 
It is not thought that this suburban traffic 
can alone be secured, however, but it is ex- 
pected that a much greater traffic can be de- 
veloped because af the extremely rapid serv- 
ice which can be given.

GRAND JURY ABOVE THE AVERAGE, 


It Is to Be Impaneled Tomorrow Elec- 
tion Fraud Cases to Come Up. 


It is probable that the January grand jury 
will be impaneled tomorrow and that as soon 
as the jail cases are disposed of it will take up 
some of the election fraud cases which the 
Republican Executive committee has been 
preparing, and also any cases the Democrats 
may present—as the Dilworth and Branch 
cases, for instance. The Democrats are great- 
ly coneerned about the matter and are 
now crying out because x- Detective 
Sam O'Neill ig. one of the grand jurors. 
They say O'Neill was drawn especially 
to persecate Democrats on account of their 
action at the election. As O’Neill was drawn 
for the grand jury Dec, 11 it is not easy to 
see how this can be the case, the election 
having occurred eight days later. The grand 
jury is on the whole a good one, consisting 
of the following members:

If Congress Does Not Act Soon the Secre-

Wasninecrox, D. C.,Jan. 18.—From_ well- 
informed sources it is ascertained that there 
isa strong probability that if Congress fails 
to come to his relief within the next fifteen 
days Secretary Carlisle may deem it neces- 
sary to issie $30,000,000 of bonds under 
the resumption act for the purpose 
of maintaining the gold reserve intact: 
The bonds, if issued, wili be sold only 
for gold. The proposed plan of the Secretary, 
it is said, meets with the approval of the 
President. The small amount of the pro- 
posed issud, it is understood, has been de- 
termined upon simply to tide the Treasury 
over until Congress can take up the whole 
financial question. Should Congress within 
the next fifteen days meet the present Treas- 
ury needs Secretary Carlisle will refrain from’ 
acting, but should it failtoact a bond issue

TALK WITH MINISTER THURSTON, 


He Says the People Will Wait for the De- 
cision of Congress. 

San Franorsco, Cal.,-Jan. 18.—Lorrm A. 
Thurston, Hawaiian Minister to the United 
States, stated toa United.Press representative, 
who today boarded the steamer Australia, that 
the situation in the islands at present is 
perfectly quiet. “The uncertainty and public 
disquhietude prevaili for weeks after the 
arrival of Minister Willis have been replaced 
by public confidence, and both sides now wait 
patientiy for the decision of the American 
Congress.. The first intimation the people of 
the Hawuiian Islands had of President Cleve- 
land’s recent message to Congress was given 
by a Corwin sailor, who brought a copy of a 
San Francisco paper containing the message. 
Business is, of course, stagnant and has not 
yet had time toimprove. The letter of Presi- 
dent Dole in answer to that of Minister Willis 
asking the provisional government to step 
down and out was in its tenor and conclusion 
exactly what we thought it would be under 
the circumstances, and it fully meets with the 
approval of the people and exactly expresses 
their views.”’ 

During the course of the interview Minister 
Thurston avoided answering a number of 
questions on the ground that it would be un- 
diplomatic for him to give an answer thereto. 
He said the provisional government was able 
to take care of itself as to the royalists, and 
added that the talk of meeting force by force 
in an attempt to restore the Queen was truc. 

uestioned as to the effect of the decision 
of Congress either indorsing or repudiating 
Cleveland’s Hawaiian policy would have on 
the islands Mr. Thurston begged to be ex- 
cused. Thereis really no present cause for 
alarm, butit would be impossible for him to 
express an opinion on many subjects con- 
nected with Hawaiian affairs. He also 
declined to state what, in his opinion, would 
be the action taken by Congress. He said he 
had heard rumors that Princess Kaiulani and 
the son of “fT. H: Davies, ‘her 
were to be married, but 
to state his opinion as 
fect of such a union 
administration in event of the monarchy 
being restored. He anticipated no trouble 
pending the deliberation of Congress and said 
the people of the islands regarded themselves 
as Americans and desired especially to be so 
regarded by the United States, and therefore 
continue to have this government consider 
their claims. He was not prepared to say 
what action would be taken in the future, but 
resistance to the restoration of the Queen 
could be depended on. 

Dole and Willis, 

F. M. Hatch, until recently Vice-President 
of the provisional government, spoke as fol- 
lows to the United Press representative: 

Since the published reply of President Dole to 
the demand of Minister Willis the relations pbe- 
tween the government and the American Idinister 
have been of an extremely interesting character. 
Mr. Willis having given no reply to Mr. Dole’s 
letter inquiring whether he intended to use hos- 
tility towards the provisional government, a fur- 
ther letter was addressed to Mr. Willis setting 
forth in plain terms the conditions produced in 
the community by his continued silence as to his 
intentions and the continued threatening 
preparations on American ships for landing 
marines. Mr. Willis at first attempted to induce 
Dole to withdraw his last letter, and is said to 
have threatened to send away the United States 
ships. The threat produced no effect. Dole de- 
clined to withdraw the letter: Mr. Willis then 
demanded specific answers concerning the state- 
ments made in Dole’s letter. President Dole im- 
mediately acquiesced, and a reply is now being 
prepared setting forth in detail all acts of 
the American Minister and the _ condi- 
tions produced in Honolulu by sihis 
actions. This correspondence has not yet been 
made public, but its drift is known. The con- 
tinued uncertainty which pervades political cir- 
cles is exceedingly wearing on the community, 
more especially to business. There is a growing 
feeling of indignation pry | all parties, both 
Royalists and supporters of the provisional gov- 
ernment, at the injuries resulting to all interests 
because of the vacillating course pursued to- 
ward the islands. 

The Hon. E. C. MacFarlane, ex-Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, said that comparative quiet 
prevailed in the islands. He denied the 
stories that the Queen’s life wasin danger 
from heart disease, but says that on the con- 
trary she is entirely well. Both the Queen 
and her supporters are perfectly willing to 
wait for the consideration of her case by Con- 
gress and willabide by whatever result may 
be reached by it.

Willis’ Letter Touches the Queen, Ete, 

Much interest .is* expressed about Willis’ 
long letter of Nov. 16. It is generally be- 
lieved to describe the Queen’s position in re- 
fusing clernency in terms so derogatory to her 
that its disclosure would impair the cordiality 
of subsequent relations with her. Recent 
correspondence of Dole and Willis was given 
in substance in the United Press dispatch of 
Jan.1. That correspondence was continued 
by Willis demanding the meaning of the term 
‘menacing attitude” or somethmg equivalent 
which Dole applied to his conduct. The 
answer which was made by Dole is not yet 
learned. The government have renewed 
serious consideration of their often-dis. 
cussed question of formally organizing 
the government under a permanent constitu- 
tional form. Itis quite possible that prelim- 
inary forms may be adopted at an early date.

It is a noble conte nape strong, dignified, and 
convincing, and will reflect lasting honor upon 
the able man who stands at the head of this gov- 
ernment.

The Government of the United States has 
no more right to interfere in the do- 
mestic affairs of Hawaii than has 
the Government of Great Britain. Hawaii is 
fully sovereign and her sovereignty cannot be 
impeached without a violation of every principle 
of natural justice and of positive law. On what 
does a Democratic administration base its claim 
to a controlling voice in the internal affairs of 
Hawaii? Plainly on the assumption that the 
monarchy was overthrown by the United States 
and that, therefore, justice requires that the 
status quo ante should restored, The 
assumption in question « is false 
and has been proved to sO. 
According to the Cleveland Administration a 
“great wrong ’ has been done in Hawaii. But 
on their own showing, it was their own wrong, 
the work of the United States itself, acting 
through its regular representatives. Mr. Cleve- 
land and Mr. Gresham nowhere contend that the 
Committee of Public Safety ever vialated an 
principle of international law.

NEW PASSENGER POOL PERFECTED, 


To Include All the Great Roads from Chi- 
eago to the Atlantic. f 


New Yor«, Jan. 13.—[Special.]—All the 
great railrqgeds between Chicago and St. Louis 
and the Atlantic seaboard have decided rate- 
cutting must cease. The new freight agree- 
ment has been followed by a new passenger 
pool completed today by the joint Passenger 
committee of the trunk line and Central Traffic 
Association after a five days’ session here, 
It still remains to be approved by the man- 
agers and may be modified. Ali classes of 
traffic, first, second, and third, east and west 
bound, are to be pooled according to agreed 
percentages, Differentials are to be read- 
justed so the allotments may  bé 
the better maintained, and new methods 
of distribution are to be adopted. As 
provided for in the freight pools, joint 
agencies are to be accepted as soon 
as practicable in all of the Eastern cities, and 
most of the independent agents and offices 
outside of the station are to be dispensed with 
as edon as practicable. All commissions 
whatever are to be abolished, saving an aver- 
age of from five to ten per cent of the rail- 
road fare. lfurthermore, there will probably 
be a slight increase in the rates. The ques- 
tion of reducing the number of trains, as well 
as the speed, has not yet been formally con- 
sidered, but it is said that it may 
be taken up at no distant time. 

It is likely all of the second-class traffic 
east-bound will be divided equally among the 
so-called weaker. There are five of 
them and if this plan is adopted they will each 
eo 20 per cent. They are the Nickel-Plate, 

fabash, Chicago and Grand Trunk, Balti- 
more and Ohio, and Chicago and Erie. They 
will have to be allowed a portion of the first- 
class business since they will naturally get a 
small. part of it.| The differentials will 
be readjusted on something like this 
basis: Strong lines, $21 first-class 
and $19 second-class ; weak lines, 
$19 first-class and $17 # second-class. 
There is enough difference in rates so that 
most of the second-class passengers will take 
the cheaper routes, and ifa joint agent rep- 
resents all of the Central Traffic railroads in 
Chicago he may easily regulate the number 
traveling by each road at pleasure. If the 
pool is carried out to the end that is aimed at 
there will probably be a joint agent in Uhica- 
go and other Western cities, although this is 
expected to be the last innovation that is to 
be introduced. Butif the above rates should 
not bring about the desired allotment of bus- 
iness the coramittee will have the authority 
to order certain lines to raise the rates.

While Carlisle Is Undecided. 

New York, Jan. 13.—[Special. }|—Following 
the report Friday of frictioa between the New 
York bankers and Secretary Carlisle about 
alleged breach of faith and inconsiderate ac- 
tion came a rumor today that a meeting of in- 
fluential men had been held last night to con- 
sider the topic in question.

A. Foster Higgins, John Sloane, and John 
Claflin. Several of the prominent bank Presi- 
dents of the city today reaffirmed the 
statements of the day previous of their un- 
willingness to further assist the government 
in the matter of furnishing gold for export, 
in view of Secretary Carlisle's disposition to 
coin the seigniorage on silver bullion and 
his dilatoriness regarding a bond issue. In 
reference to a bond issue several of the large 
financial institutions of this city stand ready 
to subscribe liberally to a 3 per cent loan 
the moment it should be authorized. 
Among the number is the New York Life 
Insurance company, which today sent a letter 
to Secretary Carlisle tendering its subscrip- 
tion at par for a $5,000,000 new 38 per cent 
loan if the same is to be issued within the 


next sixty days. 


TO TEACH BOYS TO BE TAILORS. 


Technical School and Home for Aged Tail- 
ors to Be Run Jointly. 


New Yor«.Jan.13.—[Special.}—The princi- 
pal subject to be discussed at the forthcoming 
convention of the Merchant Tailors’ National 
Guild, to be held in Pittsburg Feb. 6, 7, and 8, 
is the establishing of an endowment and 
building fond for a merchant tailor 
national technical school and home 
for aged tailors. It is proposed 
to incorporate the two institutions 
under one head, and the idea is to take up its 
pupils who have graduated from the public 
grammar schools, and who will then be of the 
proper age to commence learning the practical 
part of tailoring. The old journeymen 
tailors of the home are to_ teach 
the boys the rudiments of the trade. The boys 
are to work on the board four hours a day, 
study four hours, and fill up the balance of 
the time in recreation and study. No attempt 
will be made to extend the education of the 
students beyond that of a good, practical bus- 
iness education, with the exception of music, 
painting, and modeling. The committee thinks 
particular attention should be given to these 
arts, they buing of: the opinion that to be a 
good tailor is to be a good artist. Particu- 
lar attentim is alsu to be given to 
physical training. The length of time they 
are to stay im school is five years. 
In receiving pupils pre ference will be given to 
the sons of merchant tailors, journeymen tail- 
ors, and cutters. The Home for the Aged 
Tailors is to be conducted on the same lines 
as are other institutions of like nature.

GATCH BILL INTRODUCED AGAIN. 


Senator Brower Presents the Local Option 
| Measure=Its Features. 

Des Mores, Ia., Jan. 13.—[Special.]—As 
predicted in Tuk TrtpvunNe séveral ago 
Senator Brower today introduced the Gatch 
local option bill in the Senate. Senator 
Brower stood with Senator Gatch in support 
of this bili two years ago, and now that Mr.

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The State License Fee $500. 
7 fee for a permit for the sale or manu- 
tees and sale of thavanae will not be less 
than $500 per annum and any additional sum 
that may be fixed by the municipality. The 
entire license fee goes into the County Treas- 
u $500 for each permit is 
to the city or ‘town or 
wnoship where the business is  car- 
ried on. One section forbids the selling 
or giving of liquors to habitual drunkards, in- 
tox ted persons, or minors,and it provides 
that all places % ye under this permit 
shall be closed at 11 p. m. and not be opened 
until 6a. m., and shall be kept closed on all 
election days. The business must be carried 
on in a single room fronting and opening on 
a public street, and no adjoining room shall 
be supplied with liquors from this room, 
No games shali be permitted upon 
the remises. The license fee must 
be paid annually. A bond of $5,000 for com- 
pliance with the law is required.and this bond 
may be sued on by any -person damaged by 
reason of the sale of liquors by the permit 
holders. No permit shall be granted for any 
locality within 300 feet measured on t 
street line of any public school or within one- 
half mile of any school if the permit issued is 
outside a city or town. 
Penalties Provided. 
The sale to a drunkard, minor, intoxicated, 
prinsane person is punishable by a $25 to 
100 fine for the first offense and $50 to 
200 for the second, or a jail sentence. If the 
oors or windows are hidden by screens, 
blinds, or paint the fine is $26 and Torfeiture 
of permit. If the place is kept open election 
days or Sundays the fine is $100 to $200 for 
t offense, and a forfeiture of the 
rmit io addition to fine 
or the second, An person — selling 
or giving away liquors adultered with strych- 
nine, strontia, a of lead, or any deleteri- 
ous substance shall be fined from $5 to $50 
tor each offense. Permit holders are liable 
for the support of all paupers, widows, or 
orphans, and the expense of all civil and 
criminal prosecutions justly attributable to 
his traffic. When any one becomes a county 
charge by reason of intemperance the county 
may recover costs of his support from those 
selling the person liquors. Every wife, 
child, parent, guardian, employer, or other 
person injured in person, property, or means 
of support by any intoxicated person is given 
the right of action against the bond of the 
person sciling the person liquor. Cities, 
towns, and counties have the power to estab- 
lish rules and regulations in regard to closing 
on cial occasions during certain hours of 
the day, as shall not be contrary to the pro- 
visions of the act. The provisions of 
the act apply in counties which vote to grant 
rmitseand in “‘dry ” counties the present 
awshall remain in effect. Nothing in the 
act repeals or interferes with the present 
statutes regulating the sale of liquor by regis- 
tered pharmacists,

GOLD MEDAL AWARDED PROF. 8 W. 
BURNHAM OF OHIOAGO, 


The Royal Astronomie Society Rewards 
Him for the Discovery of Double Stars, 
of Which Me Has More to His Credit 
than Any Other Living ManeGuatemala 
and Salvador Expected to Go to War 
Within a WeekeBrazilian Insurgents 
Make a Feint, 


Lorvon, Jan. 18.—The gold medal of the 
Roya! Astronomic Society has. been awarded 
to Prof. 8. W. Burnhain, late of the Lick Ob- 
servatory in California but now of Chicago, 
for his discoveries of double stars and other 
astronomical work. 

[This is a high honor, 1s the Royal Society is 
the leading organizatim of the kind in the 
world. Few Americans have received this dis- 
tinction, and of those who have received it none 
lived so far West as Chicago, Prof. Burnham has 
discovered more double stars than all other liv- 
ing persons combined. He began astronomical 
work twenty years ago with a six-inch telescope. 
He confined his observations to a single line, the 
discovery dnd. measurement of double stars, and 
this has enabled him to necomplish what he has. 
Little was known of the subject, but ‘people 
thought his chosen field had been ex- 
hausted by the Herschels and Struves. 
But he found a greet many double stars 
with his small instrumeat. Observers who were 
using much more powerlul instraments ascribed 
his suceess to aceident. He kept right on, and 
soon his list of discoveries ran up to 300 or 400. 
This guve the instrument, if not the observer, a 
good reputation. He wan soon fortunate enough 
to secure the use of the 18-inch instrument at 
Dearborn Observatory, and when Mount Hafil- 
ton (Lick) Observatory was opened in 1888 he 
went there as astronomer, He was at Lick four 
years. He has discovered altogether 1,300 double 
stars. One has a period of a littie over eleven 
years, the most rapid. known. His o ations 
for the last twenty years are printed in nineteen 
different catalogues. He has written a great deal 
for astronomical periodicals, and his observa- 
tions at Mount Hamilton are now in press. 

Mr. Burnham was born in Thetford, Vt., in 
1838, and has lived in Chicago for a quarter of 
acentury. For a great niany years he was a law 
reporter. He is now clerk of the United States 
District Court, He keeps up his astronomical 
work, and been made Professor of Practica) 
Astronomy in Chicago University. He looks for- 
ward with keen interest to the work to be done 
when the observatory with the Yerkes telescope, 
-_ largest in the world, ii ready for use a year 

nce. 

Mr. Burnham had only a common school edu- 
cation, What he has accomplished has been 
done, as he expresses it, ‘* by mak use of 
the minutes.” He has been a member of the 
Royal Astronomical Society twenty. years; is a 
member of the German Astronomic Society, the 
American Academy of Science, the Chicago 
Academy of Sciences, and several other scienti 
societies. |

Mrs. Potter Palmer thought the project an 
excellent one and was sure it eiell meéet th 
approval of the public. So far as the Wom- 
an's Buildmg was concerned she thought it 
might be a trifle too far off for convenience. 
“Anything would be desirable,” said she, 
‘that would give the city the benefit of its 
own. I should be glad’ to see any plan car- 
ried out that would do away with the nuisance 
caused by trains on the Lake-Front, and I 
understand this scheme contemplates the de- 
pression of the tracks so that the lines of cars 
may be hidden from sight at least. We 
ought at least to have a utiful 
park and esplanade out there. That, I think, 
would be the best use to which it could be 
This is the first l have heard of Mr. 
ess’ scheme, Perhaps it would be better to 
the Liberal *Arts Builaing out there 
across the tracks than upon the present Lake- 
Front Park. It would beag location for 
a building of that sort. As to the armory and 
fortifications I think the location would be ad- 
mitable. But as fora woman’s building I 
think that should be more centrally located. 
That is a little too far off for clubs, classes, 
and things of that sort.” 
Will Not Change the Tracks, 


President Fish of the Illinois Central rail- 
road company said: ‘‘It seems to me that 
this is a visionary and impractical scheme. 
Still, the city can do as it will with its own, 
and as long as our property and rights are 
not pi Sy 77 we eannot and will not object. 
But when Mr. Hess says that the Illinois Uen- 
tral will depress its tracks and build viaducts 
at its own expense he ia talking foolishness in 
several ways. Our tracks are too low now. 
and if they were depressed five feet could not 
be operated on account’ of the water. But 
even if that were not so Il see no reason why 
. we should contribute anything to such a 

scheme, nor have we any money for other 
than strictly corporate purposes. 

“Tt is true that whatever contributes to the 
prosperity of Chicugo benefits the Illinois 
Central. It is also truc, though few people 
think of it, that whatever benetits the Illinois 
Central benefits Chicago. The State of Iili- 
nois receives 7 per cent of the gross receipts 
of the 705 miles of thé railway as first built. 
This amounted last’ year to $753,000, of 
which $280,000 virtuaily went to Chicago. 
That is, that was Chicago’s share of it, based 
on the proportion of the State tax paid by 
Cook County. But lam unable to see that 
this scheme of Mr. Hess’ is going to benefit 
the railway; and thetefore I cannot se¢e how 
he can expect us to contribute to it. 

‘¢ | am in favor of the improvement of the 
lake-front east of tho tracks, The business 
district of Chicago needs enlargement. The 
river keeps it from spreading north and west, 
and Michigan boulévard is not a business 
street, so that business is shut up to Wabash 
avenue, State street, and a part of Clark 
street. Now. that was enough a few years 
ago, but it is not enough now; and still less 
will it be enough in the near future. There- 
fore the so calied outer harbor must be re- 
claimed. But the work ought to be under- 
taken in an orderly way by the city and the 
State, and not be left to private parties and 

rivate gain, 

a I ans alittle amazed at Mr. Hess’ plans 
fora fort. The plot represents the cannon to 
be each a whole block in length, A fort to 
do Chicago any good, in my opinion, will 
have to be located at the Straits of Macki- 
naw and not at the foot of Adams street. I 
also question the policy ot having all the Na- 
tionai Guard regiments in the same armory.

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HELP POOR GIR 


OHARITABLE HYDE PARK WOMEN 
PROVIDE A HOME. 


The More Intelligent of the Unemployed 
Young Girls to Be Assisted@Finance 
Committee of the Relief Association 
Continues the Work of Organizing Sub- 
committees=Lawyers Send Out Letters 
Asking Aid<—Yesterday’s Receipts for 
the Unemployed Amount to $889. 

Some charitable Hyde Park women have 
commenced the work of providing a home 
for those girls now temporarily out of work 
who are without home or friends ia this city, 
and who by training and inclination would 
almost rather starve than apply to the ordi- 
nary sources of charity for aid. They have 
secured a house at No. 4348 Greenwood ave- 
nue and a capable superintendent ih the per- 
son of Miss S. B, McNeal, and will be pre- 
pared after Monday tovcare for twenty-five or 
thirty girls at a time until they can get work. 
Miss McNeal said of the plan: ; 

‘Among the many important lines of work 
undertaken for the relief of the destitute one 
very essential branch of work has not yet 
been opened. While there are free lodgings 
for men and free shelters for women free 
homes for girls have not been undertaken till 
now, and this important class of unemployed 
have been left to suffer. It is found that 
methods of help for men must differ from 
modes of help for women. We need not go 
far to see that plans for helping girls of a re- 
fined, intelligent class must. be widely differ- 
ent still from either of those herein alluded to. 

“Of more than 3,500 women and girls 
thrown out of employment in our city recent- 
ly the young shop girls, clerks, bookkeepers, 
cashiers, etc., must make upabout 50 per cent 
of the number. As to just how many of these are 
actually homeless it would require months of 
investigation to ascertain. However, a very 
small amcunt of personal effort has brought 
many.sad facts to light. In the columns of 
Tur Cuicaeo Trrsune last Sunday there ap- 
peared among the ‘situations wanted,’ a 
pathetic appeal for ‘some benevolent person 
to find a position fora young woman out of 
employment who has neither money, home, 
nor friends.’ I have good reason to 
believe that while this one had _ the 
courage to thus appeal for help 
and the money to pay for the advertisement, 
scores in similar condition are helplessly suf- 
fering on. A bright, intelligent girl, who has 
no home, said to me a few days since; ‘I 
have paid my room rent up to today. My 
landlady is in straitened circumstances and. 
tnust have her rent. I have been out of work 
for weeks, have been out every day from 
morning until night looking for employment, 
and cannot find it, and don’t know what 
I am goi to do.’ I found that 
this girl had pe carefully to make her 
savings reach as far as possible, and | could 
not wonder at her depression of spirits, when, 
with all her frugality, she found herself con- 
fronted with the danger of being without food 
or shelter, 

* 1 was glad to tell her of a near way out of 
this. am advised .of other simi- 
lar cases and [| believe out of ft 
1500 or more of intelligent’ girl 
dependent entirely upon their own exertions 
for a livelihood in this city there are many 
suffering ones. 

“The house we have secured has been rent- 
ing for $75a month, I have procured the 
use of it free of rent for the remainder of this 
month and atthe nominal rental of $40a 
month until the lst of May, the owner consid- 
ering the balance his donation to the work. The 
house will accommodate twenty-five to thirty 
persons, and about $600 will be sufficient to 
carry the work until the ist of May, this 
being less than $7 apiece ‘per month, This 
estimate presupposes a certain amount of 
food to be donated by bakers, butchers, gro- 
cers, and the like of the neighborhood. ‘We 
have already secured some contributions 
from these pecple now and are promised 

but we want other things. 
furniture for the whole 

house, kitchen range, and cook utensils, 
knives, forks, spoons, beds, ding, and 
coal. To any one who ean contribute house- 
hold articles of any kind. we shall be very 
grateful, The house will be opened Monday 

and three girls have already been assured a 

temnporary homme there.”

MAY BE RECOMPENSED. 


Director-General Davis Says the French 
Government Can Rely Upon Just Treat- 
ment at the GMands of the United States 


and the Fair Officials-President Higin- ° 


botham Denies Assertions That the Fire 
Department Did Poor Work—Cominié- 
sioners’ Expenses to Be Paid. 


World’s Fair Directors. may yet pay the 
damage to French exhibits which resulted 
from the fire et Jackson Park. They are be- 
ginning to believe that it would be at least a 
matter of courtesy and would end their trans. 
actions with foreign governments in accord. 
ance with the generous manner in which all 
their actions liave been characterized in re. 
gard to the great Exposition. 

Yesterday afternoon the French Commis. 
sioner called om Director-General Davis. He 
asked if the corporation was not legally re. 
sponsible for the dainage, andif not legally 
wasitnot merally. He thought the police 
and fire protection had been inadequate for 
the last few weeks. Tramps had been per- 
mitted to enter the buildings and set fite to 
them. He said a great deal more. Then the 
Director-General replied: “I will make ne 
statement as to the responsibility for the loss, 
but I will sey to you that neither the 
Government of the United States nor 
the City of Chicago would permit 
any foreign government to be treated 
in any manner otherwise than cour- 
teously and justly. Wethoroughly appreciate 
and are gratified at the splendid display made 
by France. We entertain none but the kind- 
liest of feelings toward you, and you may rest 
assured that you will be treated in accord. 
ance with the high moral sense of our govern- 
ment and this community. In accordance 
with your wishes I have appointed an adjustor 
to estimate with you the losses. When that 
report is finished submit it to my office and I 
will assure you of honorable treatment.” 

This statement by the Director-General 
would seem to indicate the probable intention 
of the directors to pay the loss, although they 
disclaim any responsibility for it. It trans- 
pires that the greater part of the injury was 
sustained by the Government of France, and 
some of the directors do not feel that for the 
few thousands of dollars they should permit 
the sentiment to obtain in that country that 
they were not men of honor. 

President Higinbotham when seen last 
night said in his opinion the directory would 
not pay the damage. * We were in no wise 
responsible,”’ said he. “ We notified exhib- 
iters that losses by fire would be at their risk. 
We also notified them of the time ia which 
they should have their displays removed, I 
think that if we had had losses in France as 
they*-have had here we would have been 
laughed at if we should have presented a bill, 
No exposition has ever insured the exhibits, 
It couldn’t be done.” 


Fire Fighting Poorly Conducted. 


There is a story out that the fighting of the 
fire could not be considered efficient. The 
flames on the Manufactures Building roof 
were confined to the roof walk and the wooden 
ventilators below it. An Exposition official 
who was on the roof the night of the fire said 
the blaze was so immaterial that he walked 
right to the edge of it and stood on the ends 
of the timbers while they burned. Instead of 
tearing away a few feet of the walk in front 
of the fire and knocking in a section of the 
ventilators, which would have shut off the 
fuel, the flames were permitted to burn slow- 
ly. The burning boards dropped below, and 
then firemen turned the hose on them and the 
exhibits. (One official said the fire was three 
hours in burnmmg 300 feet, If it had been 
put out at the top and checked instead of wait- 
ing until it fel\ to the floor the damage would 
have been immaterial.

The clerks and uvther employés of the special 

assessment department work every évening

Those officers are pow 
paid by fees. The Mayor thinks that the fees 
ought to be covered. into the City Treas- 
ury. Those of the Oil Inspector’s 
office amount to about $40,000  §$year- 
ly. Those of the Boiler Inspector 
amount to about $10,000. As the compensa- 
tion of an officer cannot be increased or di- 
minished after his appointment by the Mayor 
and his confirmation by the Councii Mr. Hop- 
kins intends to solve that difficulty by asking 
for the resignation of the officers in question 
after the ordinance is passed. He will then 
reappoint them. The Oil Inspector is 
William Mangier, the Boiler Inspector is 
John Pickham, and the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, Robert Burke. There is no doubt 
of the reconstrue of the first two offices, 
though there is a probability that there may 
be no change in the last. Asked of his inten- 
tions yesterday Mayor Hopkins said: “I 
have instructed the Corporation Council to 
draft an ordinance for the reconstruction of 
the offices providing for making them 
salaried offices. ‘This ordinance will not be 
ready the Council by Monday night, nor do I 
think it will be réady by a week from Mon- 
day night, but when it is ready it will be pre- 
sented to the Council and I hope it will be 
passed.”’ 

It is generally understood around the City 
Hall that the fees of the Oil Inspector’s office 
are now divided among William Mangler, 
James J. Townsend, and John Maloney. 
Mangier alone will be paid after the proposed 
ordinance goes into effect. Boiler Inspector 
Pickham now owes considerable money in 
the way of fees to the city. The Mayor talked 
yesterday about establishing a Police Board 
and is about to ask Corporation Counsel 
Rubens whether one can be established. Mr. 
Rubens will reply with an emphatic negative. 


WORK TO BEGIN ON SECTION 14, 


Smith & Eastman. 

The McCormick Construction company by 
its receiver, P. J. Sexton, yesterday trans- 
ferred the contract which it failed to fulfill 
for Section 14 of the channel of the Drainage 
Canalto Smith & Eastman.

THE HEGIRA FROM THE RURAL REGIONS. 


All the World Over People Are Fiocking 
from the Country te Reside in Towns, 
New York Sun: One of the remarkable 

social features of this era is the large and cop- 

stant movement of populfition from the coun- 
try to the cities, a movement that tends to 
rural depopulation. It is not confined to any 
country, or any part of the earth, but is most 
marked in the oldest and mest thickly popu- 
lated countries of Europe. it is also a move- 
ment of considerable importance in this 


hemisphere, and in the mewest of all 
civilized countries, Australia. It is best 
stated, perhaps, as a disproportionate 


growth of towns, to the extent that in the last 
thirty or forty years there has been an actual 
diminution of the rural popiiition in the 
greater portion of Europe and many parts 
of this continent and Australia, 

Perhaps the movement has been most 

‘The 
migration of population from the rura! dis- 
tricts to towns was first apparent in Wales in 
1851. It did not become of any importance 
in England until some ten years lar. During 
the last twenty years eight countiesin En- 
gland and three in Wales have lost 10 per 
cent of their rura! population—that is, the ru- 
ral populatior. in those counties today is ten 
per cent less than it was twentg years ago. 
In some districts, particularly 40 the suuth- 
west of the kingdom, the decréage in rural 
population is as high as 20 te. .30 per cent. 
In Scotland the movement toward. the towns 
began sixty years ago, and parliamentary re- 
turns show that the depopulatiof has been 
much greater than in England and Wales, b 
the precise percentage is not stated. The 
Highlands have suffered most, but the Low- 
lands have also lost heavily. The returns 
quoted aver that the formation of déer forests, 
which necessitates the dispossession and driv- 
ing away wholesale of very many families, 
has played no important part inthe depopu- 
lation of the rural districts. This indicates 
that to some deeper underlying cause must be 
ascribed the great general exodus from the 
rural regions. 

The depopulation of Ireland fas béen con- 
tinuous and severe and general throughout 
the country. It has not been a rural depopvu- 
lation only, but a general emigration from 
both town and country. It began before the 
great famine of 1846, and has continued ever 
since. But even in Ireland, with this general 
decrease of the poptilation as a whole, there 
has been a great increase in the population of 
me towns. Belfast has increased remark- 
ably 

There seems to exist nowadays on the part 
vf many rural-born persons an aversion to 
country life, and, it would seem, ah aversion 
that is spreading. Reasons to account for this 
are plentiful and will readily be eonceived. 
Whether there is any remedy, and:whether a 
remedy is required, are other questions.

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ELEOTRIO RAILWAY INVENTION BY 
A MILWAUKEE MAN. 


His Working Model Exhibited to Chicago 
Engineers and Street Railway Men and 
Is to Be Inspected by Charles T. Yerkes 
~The Inventor Claims to Have Solved 
the Problem for an Electric Motive 
System with the Power Underground= 
H. Peterson's Device, 

H. Peterson, an electrical constructing en- 
gineer from Milwaukee, Wis., has invented 
and patented an underground conduit for the 
use of electric trolley roads which, it is said, 
is a solution of the problem of keeping the 
conduit free from moisture. Many other ob- 
jectionable features of other plans for under- 
ground trolleys are also said to.-be overcome. 
It is claimed that the new invention will 
obviate all danger to pedestrians from electric 
arn at eae catinot escape from the

conduit to the rails, A return wire is used 
and the whole system is so well msulated that 
there is no danger of leakage to gas or water 
pipes or to any metallic underground system. 
The question of keeping the conduit free 
from moisture has always been the problem 
which has vexed and baffled electricians. 
There has never been a scheme tried which 
would overcome all atmospheric conditions 
and keep the damp air from penetrating the 
conduit and thereby causinga leakage from 
the wire to the ground. In Mr, Peterson’s in- 
vention this trouble is said to be overcome. 
The conduit is divided into two compart- 
ments. The first contains the slot through 
which the trolley arm passes precisely as in 
the cable systems. Any cable road can easily 
be changed to the underground trolley 
electric system without much expense. 
The other compartment is made practically 
air and water tight. lt contains the two in- 
sulated rails, making a complete circuit, in 
which the usual amount of power is carried. 
This compartment is kept perfectly dry by a 
continuous blast of cold air which is forced 
through by large fans at the power house, 
The only connection between the compart- 
ments is the slot through which an arm from 
the trolley passes and through which the contact 
with the rail is gained. The connecting slot 
is furnished with a self-closing device which 
opens as the carapproaches and closes as soon 
@> the trolley arm has passed, All the moist- 


} ure and dirt entering the surface slot is caught 


in the first compartment. 

Openings are made which connect with the 
sewer at frequent intervals. Each trolley 
arm is provided with a brush intended to 
sweep all dirt and water along and déposit it 
in the sewer openings. Another feature of 
the invention is a simple device by which the 
motive power can be taken either from ap 
overbead or underground system. The 
change requires buta moment and can be 
done by the motor man without leaving his 
platform. This makes it possible for the un- 
derground system to be used in the more 
crowded parts of a city and the overhead plan 
1 aes pte streets where it is less objection- 
able. 

A working model of the invention was on 
exhibition at the Sherman House yesterday. 
Every detail of the miniature road was com- 
plete. The little motor traveled back and 
forth over a tratK that had the outward ap- 
pearance of an ordinary cuble road. A cross 
section view of the slot am! conduit discloses 
anarrangement which, though simple ib con- 
struction, seems to be the practical solution 
of the underground trolley scheme. plan 
for insulation is said to be perfect. The 
** feeders’ for the contact rail are covered by 
iron pipe and thoroughly insulated, The dry 
compartment wij! be given a coat of rubber 
paint as an additional safeguard against 
moisture and the whole iron conduit will be 
buried ia air tight cement. 

A number of engineers and street car offi- 
cials examined the model and all pronounced 
it the most practical plan yet invented for the 
purpose for which itis intended. The men 
who control the patent are H. Peterson, H. S. 
Esch, and L. J. Kreutzberg, all of Milwaukee. 

The model will be privately exhibited again 
next ‘Thursday, when Charies T, Yerkes will 
inspect it. After that it will be taken to New 
York to be inspected by officials of surface 
roads there who have invited the inventor to 
give them a practical demonstration of what 
he claims for his invention. 


MOTHER OF A FAMILY OF DESPERADOES. 


Most of Her Descendants Died with Their 

, Boots On, 

Dallas letter in the New Orleans Times- 
Democrat: Mrs. Eliza Shirley died at the 
home of Mrs. Pointer, No. 686 Pacific ave- 
nue, in the 73d year of her age, aiter a brief 
illness with grip and pneunionia. Mrs. Shir- 
ley was remarkable as being the mother of a 
family of desperadoes who figured in many 
stirring scenes in the pioseer days of the 
Southwest. Mrs. Shirley’s maiden name was 
Eliza Pennington. She was born in Louisville, 
Ky.,about 1821. She was married to John Shir- 
ley in Green County, Ind.,. in 1837. Upon 
their arrivaiin Texas they located at Grape- 
vine, and continued there on a farm until 
1866, when they went to Mesquite, but the 
foliowing year they settled atScyene. Mr. 
Shirley died here in 1867. Six children, four 
boys and two girls. were born of this union, 
and, as it appears, they thoroughly caught the 
wild, darmg spirit that moved the men of the 
border durimg and just after the war. The 
conditions that made Jameses and Youngers 
were not without effect on the rising genera- 
tion of Shirleys. The oldest daughter mar- 
ried a man named Thompson and settled 
at Matamoras about thirty years ago. All 
the rest of the children, with the exception of 
the youngest son, John Alva, were. despera- 
does and died with their boots on. . Ed Shir- 
ley, who was a noted horse-‘hief, was shot off 
his horse by a man named Palmer trom Cole- 
uan County in 1866. Manfred was killed in 
a fight with the officers m the Indian Terri- 
tory in 1867. Allison M. joined the Con- 
federate army and was killed in a guerrilla 
skirmish in southwestern: Missouri in 1863. 
John Alva; the youngest, has not’ been 
seen for years and his mother said he 
was dead. Belle was bornin 1850, At the 
age of 16 she ran away. and married 
a desperado named Jim Reed. A year after 
their marriage Reed was killed near Paris in 
a tight with officers. A few months after his 
death the widow laid aside her weeds ana be- 
came the wife of an Indian named Sam Starr 
and went into the desperado business herself, 
and under the name of Beile Starr made quite 
aname for herself in the annals of South- 
western desperadoism. Sami Starr was killed 
ata dance in the Choctaw Nation in 1876. 
After this Belle was much in the company of 
John Starr, brother of her late husband, In 
1891 she was shot from atabush and killed, 
Her son, Henry Starr, was recently sent to 
the Arkansas penitentiary for ‘twenty-five 
years for train robbery and 1nurder.

London Journals Point Out the President’s 
Errors, but Hope He Will Persist in 
Them, as They Aid Great Britain=They 


Urge the Passage of the Wilson Bill, 

Too=Pope Leo’s Friendship for France 

«Order Being Restored in Sicily by

English contemplate, with a cer amuse- 
ono the predicament into which the Presi- 
dent of the United States has brought himeelf 
and his country in Hawaii. The extraordinary 
favor with which Mr. Cleveland is regarded 
here blinds the English neither to their own 
interest in the Sandwich Islands nor to those 
mistakes ot the President which tend to in- 
crease British influence in the Pacific. The 
‘catalogue of these errors is set forth with 
merciless accuracy by the very journals in 
which eulogies on the President have hereto- 
fore abounded. 

Great Britain, however, has a plain interest 
in the overthrow of the provisional govern- 
ment and the restoration of the Queen, Mr. 
Cleveland’s British friends are, therefore, 


urging him to persevere in his original policy, 


and remind him that he is still, as they think, 
undera moral obligation to complete his 
singular policy of setting upa tottering roy- 
alty under American guns and the American 
flag. They warn him that by no concelyable 
sophistry can he now justify a recognition in 
January of the government he attempted to 
depose in December. They bestow on him 
many other admonitions in the belief, appar- 
ently, that the President’s policy on this as 
on another far more important matter will 
be so framed as to promote British interests 
and to conciliate or rather to perpetuate the 
good will of his British friends. 

The other matter is, of course, the tariff. 
The concern with which the Democratic 
maneuvers at Washington are watched in En. 
gland amounts to kgen anxiety. The British 
have cherished brightest hopes ever since the 
Democratic majority came into being. They 
have appealed and continue to appeal to their 
Democratic allies in America against what 
they call McKinleyism. They denounce the 
patriotic opposition of the Republican minor- 
ity in the House of Representatives as ob- 
struction and they hail the appearance of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms as a legislator as tf he were 
a British redcoat. They mourn over 
every concession to American interests 
which is extorted from the fears 
of the Democratic caucus. They remind 
their American friends that they may lose 
British sympathies if they allow the Wilson 
bill to discriminate against the toreigner. 
They treat an estimated deficit of $50,000,- 
000 as a trifle which revival of trade under 
the Wilson bill, “if not further mutilated,” 
would quickly make good. In short, they 
want to know whether the words “‘ free trade ’”’ 
niean anything more in Democratic mouths 
than the words‘or political professions of that 
interesting party usually do. The British man- 
ufacturer, meantime, is warned that itis not at 


all certain how soon the President ‘and his. 


Democratic majority will hand over to him 
that possession and control of American 
markets he has so long expected. 

Leo's Friendship for France. 


It is noticeable that fresh proofs of the 
Pope’s resolve to support the French Repub- 
lic are supplied at moments when the republic 
is more or less at odds with the Kingdom of 
Italy. His Holiness’ letterto the Bishop of 
Autun follows hard upon the Aigues-Mortes 
acquittals, It is true this amazing verdict of 
@ French jury evoked no diplomatic remon- 
strance from Italy. It could not well be the 
occasion of any. The French Government 


| had exhausted its powers in bringing the riot- 


ersto trialand changing the venue with in- 
tent tosecure an impartial tribunal. It is 
true, also, that Sig. Crispi, whose attitude in 
the presence of a grave provocation was en- 
tirely correct, strictly repressed any demon- 
strations against the French Embassy in 
Rome. But it is true, nevertheless, that Ital- 
ian feelings were profoundly stirred, and that 
. from one end of the peninsula to the other the 
conviction spread that no justice was to be 
had in France as against French -ourderers 
when their victims were Italians, 
It is in this state of things and,in the pres- 
. ence of this justly embittered feeling of his 
“own countrymen that the Pope makes his 
latest demonstration in behalf of a govern. 
ment under which it is possible to perpetuate 
with impunity the grossest outrage on sub- 
jects of a friendly power. Such is the Italian 
view, or the view of that vast majority of 
Italians who are loyaito their own country 
and their own government. It is, however, 
probable' enough that the Pope in 
once | more admonishing recaicitrant 
French Catholics cares more about the 
interest of the Catholic Church in France 
than about fomenting disagreements between 
France and Italy. Hecares also to enforce 
discipline, and says so. What moves the Pope 
is the evident fact that a section, and a very 
militant section, of the French Catholics are 
monarchists first and Catholics afterward. 
‘*We cannot,” says his Holiness, “ conceal 
the pain we feel when we see so many openly 
reject our counsels or pay no heed to them.”’ 
He renews his exhortations to the faithful to 
accept the republic loyally, and he finds a 
fresh basis fur them in those dangers to socie- 
ty from anarchy, now so frequent in France 
and elsewhere. Of Anarchists he speaks plain- 
ly, as men “‘ who do not sbrink from crime 
and even assassination in order to ruin the 
foundation and majesty of public authority.”’ 
Those are timely words. Whether the Ex. 
treme Right in the French Chamber will 
listen to.them or whether the royalist faction 
in thecountry will cease tu be factious is a 
question they only can answer. Thur far they 
are either silent or use language which can 
only be called rebeilioug to the head of their 
church. 
One Good Paris Jury. 
With respect to anarchy, however, the 
Pope’s words may have had their effect on 
the French mind. It is possible at last to say 
a good word for a Paris jury. They have 
convicted Vaillant witnout extenuating cir- 
cumstances. The usual Anarchist means of 
intimidation were tried and failed. They 
failed equally with the Judges. The Presi. 
dent, M. Caze, showed Valliant no such 
deference as another President of the same 
tribunal showed Ravachol. The inter- 
rogatory to which he subjected the 
prisoner was, from the French point 
of view, excellent. It was, at any 
rate,a good example of cross-examination. 
If he made a mistake it was in allowing Vail- 
lantto read out in court a long statement which 
he déscribed in advance as a defense not of 
himself but of anarchism, There is in France, 
as perhaps elsewhere, morbid curiosity about 
such matters. M. Caze, it is true, told Vail. 
lant that he was simply an assassin, But in 
this one point he did not treat him as such’ 
A murdeter who omitted to call himself an 
Anarchist would not, even in France, be al- 
lowed to read to the jury a defense of murder 
as |a means of regenerating society. 
M. Labori’s line of defense for his 
client was hardly more excusable. He 
asked f an acquittal because Vaillant’s 
crime we a social crime,” A social crime 
is a crime against society, and all crimes are 
therefore social crimes, Such a theory as 
Labori’s is worth just as much as the theory 
ot “ moral insanity ” started many years ago 
in America, where it had no success. 
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in the Chamber support it. Nobody 
knows how many nor what view M. Carnot, 
who is a candidate for reélection, may take, 
If he ever heard of Gov.

Restoring Order ia Sicily. 


Martial law is doing its work in Sicily and 


order reigas, broken only by fitful disturb- 
ances no longer menacing the ‘general peace. 
Other disturbances have broken out ‘on the 
mainland, but do not spread. There seems 
no lenger any doubt. that the troubles in 
Sicily were largely the work of agitators and 
Anarchists, not an irrepressible or spontane- 
ous outburst of anger from intolerable griev- 
ances. They have given Sig. Crispi a chance 
of showing, not forthe first time, of what 
stuff he is made. . Had he faltered or 
shrunk from extreme measures Sicily would 
have been in flames, 


France and England Will Not Quarrel, 

The collision between French and English 
troops in West Africa threatened atthe begin- 
ning of the week to cause trouble, It was, 
however, so obviously the fault of the French 
commander that the most anglophobist pa- 
pers in Paris perceived no capital could be 
made out of the disaster. The English press, 
moreover, discussed it with a fairness and 
moderation which ought to be but will not 
be a lesson to the French press. Further ac- 
counts are awaited, but there is no reason to 
doubt that the whole matter will be settled 
amicably between the French and English 
foreign offices. 


~ Bhedes Trying John Bull’s Patience. 

Mr. Rhodes’ two South African speeches 
have at last provoked a sort of protest from 
his countrymen at home, His friends have 
warned him publicly and privately that he is 
trying the patience of the English public by 
his assertions of his own purposes and his talk 
about independent South African dominions. 
He knows it well enough without being told, 
but the reasons which led him into these 
veiled menaces of revolution are two: He had 
to consider African opinion as well as En- 
glish opinion, and he knows it, and it is 
known throughout South Africa that if cir- 
cumstauces eompel them to adopt separation 
asa policy it will not be and cannot be resist- 
edathome. As for Opinion at the Cape and 
elsewhere, it will never tolerate undue inter- 
ference from home in the settlement of any 
African question. 

Sir Henry Loch, who is both Governor of 
Cape Colony and High Commissioner for 
South Africa, is a clear-sighted and reasonable 
man, with the courage of his opinions, So 
long as he interprets the Colonial Office to 
South Africa and South Africa to the Colonial 
Office things are likely to go smoothly. There 
has probably been no serious difference of 
opinion between him and Mr. Rhodes. There 
will be none between the Cape and the home 
government so long as the latter allows itself 
to be guided by Sir Henry. The Cabinet is 
not likely to overrule its trusted agent ner to 
prefer the judgment of Lord Ripon at White- 
hall to the judgment of its Commissioner at 
the Cape, 

Lords Will Emasoulate the Bill. 

The Gladstone-Balfour' compromise has 
achieved its purpose, The parish councils 
last even- 
ing and the exhausted House adjourned 
half ap hour after midnight till Feb. 
12. Meantime the bill goes to meet its fate 
in the House of Lords, where it will be read 
asecond tine Monday week and get into 
committee a week later. That it will be 
amended in some points, which its authors 
consider vital, is certain. That the poor law 
clause will be stricken out is probable, No- 
body seriously maintains that the com promise 
agreed to for expediting the bill in the House 
rs the freedom of the 

Bill will therefore come 
back to the Conimons with amendments, with 
which that House will disagree. It is doubt- 
ful whether either body will give way, and 
doubtful whether the ministry would not pre- 
fer to see the biil wrecked, and so establish 
one more grievance against the chamber some 
of them are longing to abolish. 

Certain it is that the session cannot be much 
prolonged, fora new session begins in March, 
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“with a large program, for which the remain- 


der of the year is too short. There is, more- 
over,a limit to everybody’s physical and 
mental powers except Mr, Gladstone’s. To 
repeat last year’s experiment would be to in- 
vite disaster. Nor is it likely to be repeated 
nor the year to end without a dissolution. 
Many Gladstonians believe the true policy 
would be to dissolve before the budget is 
It must be a bad budget. The 
deficit increases month by month. So do the 
demands of the Admiralty. A petition signed 
by ninety-four Radicals has been presented 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer praying 
him to frame a “* democratic budget.”’ 

A democratic budget means to their minds 
graduated death duties, the stopping of. all 
imperial grants in aid of local or municipal 
revenues, and a progtessive income tax. That 
is a proposal for a financial revolution. It is 
brought forward ata time when the necessi- 
ties of the treasury are pressing, when the 
period for discussing and voting money is 
shorter than ever before, and with the cer- 
tainty that each ene of these democratic 
schemes would give rise to long debate. Its 
real object is political, not financial. 
In other words, it ia an at- 
tempt to neutralize the effect. of 
that increased taxation which, in some form, 
is inevitable and an appeal for votes. The 
Radicals have first, however, to reckon with 
Mr. Gladstone, whose financial authority is 
paramount, and Mr. Gladstone starts today 
for a three weeks trip to Biarritz, again as the 
guest of Mr. Armistead. 

Success of Tories Annoys Gladstone. 

The Unionist success in the Horncastle 
Division of Lincolnshire is annoying to the 
Gladstonians, because it seems to indicate 
the rural voter cares less than was expected 
about Parish Councils. They are too im- 
patient, It takes time for a new 
idea to find lodgment in the brain 
of a Lincolnshire laborer. The truth 
is, the Gladstonians were over-sanguine 
at the start. They hada good candidate in 
Mr. Torr, though of an independent mind. 
He had been “ nursing” the constituency 


nore than a year, and was deservedly popu- 


lar. The Unionists had no candidate ready. 
There was no thought of Mr. Stanhope’s 
death. Lord Willoughby D’Eresby had fam- 
ily influence to help him, but not much else, 
except the attachment of the constituency to 
Unionist principles. But he has increased the 
Unionist vote and the Unionist majority. For 
Mr. Torr also more votes were cast than for 
the Liberal candidate in 1892.

ganas, which are the reverse of friendly to 
Capr-.vi, now admit the fact. This is proof 
that Count Caprivi is npt quite the incapable 


statesmen he is represented by his opponents. 


The termination of the quarrel is the imme- 
diate outcome of correspondence between the 
East Prussian Conservative Union and Ca- 
privi. The Chancellor showed fine diplomatic 
tact in this matter. Instead of trying to 
provoke the agrarisnn party by opposition he 
hastried to and succeeded in conciliating 
them by meeting them half way. 

The correspondent is informed upon good 
authority that the new German-Russian com- 
mercial treaty contains a number of consid- 
erable reductions in former customs duties 
upon agricultural products. Among other 
items the rates upon cheese and hops are re- 
duced by Russia. ‘This new treaty, therefore, 
is likely to prove ag beneficial to the agri- 
cultural as to the industrial interests of Ger- 
many. The reduction on hops is especially for 
the benefit of the South German farmer. 

Not even his enemies can now deny that 
Caprivi has displayed statesmanship in bring- 
ing about this result in negotiating with stub- 
born Russia. Through all Caprivi’s perplex- 
tties the government steadfastly supported 
him and a.few days ago presented to him

Bismarck’s Memoirs Printed, 

The press is still divided in opinion as to 
whether Prince Bismarck’s memoirs. have 
been printed or not. The correspoaient has. 
reason to believe the memoirs have been 
printed by Cotta of Stuttgart and are waiting 
the Prince’s death for publication, according 
to the Prince’s own wish. The memoirs fill 
seven ijarge volumes, and Cotta paid Bie- 
marck $125,000,

A friend who saw the Prince last week tells 
the correspondent Bismarck’s health. now 
leaves little to be desired. The pale, haggard 
look is gone, but almost incessant, violent 
neuralgic pains, especially in the cheeks, 
trouble him, In spite of repeated attacks of 
that sort lately the Prince looks rosy and 
fresh. -The correspondent’s inform says: 
** His face is beginning to show the. ty of 
old age. .His features are more thteresting 
now than formerly, and everybody who has 
had the privilege lately of gazing upon them 
has carried away with him an indelible im- 
pression. The Prince's eyes retain their oft- 
admured brightness, although at times they 
betruy the solemn tranquillity of old age. 
His méntal faculties and physical activity are 
unimpaired. His marvelous inemory is not 
dimmed. | 

William Plays Practical Jokes,

Count von Weddel, who is known to bea fine 
The Emperor handed him a let- 
ter, bidding him ride at onee to Dresden and 
deliver it to the King of Saxony, the purpose 
bemg to have Count Weddel try whether 
—and, if successful, to determine in 
what time—it would be possible to 
accomplish this; not traveling on the 
highways, but by side roads and through 
territory between Berlin and Dresden sup- 
posed to be occupied by an eneniy. Count 
Weddel set out immediately, attended by a 
Sergeant, and arrived at Dresden after a 
ride of twenty-two hours. Weddel rested 
only three times’ during the whole jour- 
ney. He and his horse are in an 
exhausted state. ‘The King received the 
Lieutenant most amicably and took the Em- 
peror’s letter from his hands. During the’ 
audience Weddel appeared visibly fatigued. 
Immediately after the audience he fainted 
away and was taken intoan adjoining apart- 
ment, where he recovered in time to join the 
royal family at the dinner tablein the even- 
ing at the King’s special request. The Coun‘ 
returned by rail.

It is, therefore, not 
a matter of surprise to students of the French 
drama durmg the latter half of the present 
century that when certain masterpieces of 
modern authors are performed in different 
parts of the world without those actors who 
may, in a certain sense, be said to have 
made the plays they should prove far less 
attractive than wher originally performed. 
This explains the reason why many 
of the plays given by M. Cogquelin, 
Mme. Hading, and their troupe failed to 
arouse that amount of interest the superb 
acting of the stars was thought certain to 
command. But had the same plays been en-

acted in precisely the same manner in Paris 
their reception, with perhaps one or two ex- 
ceptions, would not have been a bit more en- 
thusiastic. 

There are some actors who take authors 
‘in hand.’’ Affera quarter of a century’s 
experience un the boards an actor of the cal- 
iber of Coquelin may be expected to be able 
to discern the difference between a bad play 
and a good one, to tell what dish will please 
the public and what sauce will prove distaste- 
ful to its delicate palate. Sometimes the 
actor will back the author with his influence, 
his time, his talent, his money, all to no pur- 

. Fora number of years x. Coquelin 
had sublime confidence in tale 
Delair. For bis friend the actor has forted 
the doors of the first theaters in France and 
has spent large sums in the attempt to secure 
for himself an author who will write parts for 
him. In return the public refused to accept 
“T/ainé,”’ an original play by Delair, and 

even others of his. 

It is certainly more agreeable to be taken 
thus under the paternal wing of so great an 
actor as Coquelin, the friend of Cabinet Min- 
isters and politicians, or painters and savante, 
than to roam through the dark passages ofa 
Parisian theater in search of the manager’s 
office, and there to have one’s play refused 
week after week, month after month, year 
after year. Occasionally, however, one 
will meet with a stroke of luck and 
see a play accepted, * subject to cor- 
rection, and then the author will 
set to work rearranging his comedy to suit 
the manager’s taste until his manuscript will 
be made toappear like those of Alexander 
Dumas fils, whose father was wont to say: 
** Alexander’s manuscripts! They look like 
so many pages of music; they contain an enor- 
mous number of black bars above which, here 
and there, are to be seen a few words!”’ 

Paris, the great artistic center, is always 
ablaze with endless disputes among theatrical 
managers, authors, actors, and _—s-_- e#- 
pecially actresses. The latter are ever 
creating miniature revolutions.

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OAUSES 0} THE HEAVY REDUOTION 
IN NET SURPLUS. 


Week’s Fire Loss Is $3,612,475—Loss 
for the Year, Throughout the United 
States Is $6,331,720—North Side Ele- 
vator Loss with a List of Insurance 
Report of the Chicago Fire Underwrit- 
ers for }1.893<Unfavorable Reports Re- 
ceived from Many Points. 

New York, Jan. 13.—[{Special.]|—The an- 
nual statements of the large fire insurance 
corporations now being published reveal 
heavy reductions in the amount of net surplus 
held by the companies as compared with the 
statements of last year. These reductions, 
insurance men say, will aggregate $15,000,- 
000. The officers of the companies hold 
different views as to the causes 
for these fuiling off. Some believe that the 
present condition has resulted wholly from 
the financial depression, involving decline in 
the market value of the securities held by the 
com panes; others, while recognizing the dis- 
astrous effect of the hard times upon the 
business generally, maintain that low rates 
and the enormous increase in the volume of 
“long term’’ business are mainly responsible 
for the present condition. They express them- 
selves as follows: 

D. W. C. Skilton, President of the Phoenix In- 
surance company and of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters— Many things, in my opinion, 
have contributed to bring about this condition 
of things. ‘lhe great shrinkage in the market 
value of securities owned by the companies has 
hurt them. In the case of my own company this 
diminution amounts to nearly $800,000. On one 
item alone the shrinkage was $97,000. While the 
shrinkage will undoubtedly disappear as the 
financial condition of the country improves, its 
effect bas been embarrassing, to say the 
least. Another cause is foundin the abnormal 
loss ratio of the last year. During 1898 it is es- 
timated that the companies have suffered losses 
aggregating $150,000,000. Then, again, it has 
been ovident for some time past that the rates of 
premiums Were too low. Failure to advance 
rates correspondingly with the increase in the 
loss ratio has prevented the companies from ac- 
cumulating fufids sufficient to meet great emer- 
gencies. Anither reason is found in the stead 
increase in the reinsurance reserve. Althoug 
this increase has strengthened the companies it 
has materially aided in reducing the net surplus. 

W illiam B, Clark, President of Etna company 
—The heavy reduction in the surplus of my com- 
pany, as shown on the first of this month, com- 
pared with a year ago, was more than_ half 
caused by shrinkage in the market vaiue of our 
securities. With the revival in business we ex- 
pect this tocome back. The losses of the last 
year alsohave been abnormal. Quite a large in- 
crease in our business fag the year over that of 
1892 adds to our reserve, which is another cause 
of the deficiency in our surplus. The experience 
of insurance companies for the last th years, | 
think, proves that the rates charged throughout 
the country bave been too low. With‘an advance in 
rates such a3 is now in progress and a renewal 
in business prosperity we hope for a better year. 

Francis C, Moore, President of the Continental 
Insurance company—When merchants and manu- 
facturers are making money they are naturally 
careful of their property, so that financial pros- 
perity or depression is an important factor in the 
fire insurance business. Insurance corpora- 
tions are, of course, large holders of securities, 
and are greatly affected by shrinkages in their 
market value. Any one familiar with finances, 
however, knows that the present value at which 
securities are inventoried will probably be im- 
pore so that eventually there may be no loss. 

‘be process of raising rates must be an intelli- 

gent one and cannot be rapidly done. 

Marshall Driggs, President of the Williams- 
burg City Fire Insurance company—Last year 
was the worst since 1872. Losses were enor- 
mous, and the financial depression has made 
things harder for the companies, Although rates 
may be readjusted, it will be some time before 
the companirs can derive much benefit from the 
increase. I think, however, that the rates will 
surely be increased in consequence of last year’s 
poor showing. 

Edward F. Beddall, manager of the Royal In- 
surance company—I do not believe the assets of 
foreign companies will show that depreciation in 
value which will be exhibited by resident com- 
panies, because they are nearly all prohibited-by 
their head officers from investing in anything but 
government bonds and other gilt-edged securi- 
ties. This precludes their use of bank stocks 
and investments of that character, which, while 
as a rule perfectly safe, are nevertheless liable to 
be affected hy fluctuations in trade, tes on 
long-term policies will probably be increased.

WILL REPLACE THE STOLEN MONEY, 


Bank Cashier Campbell Blames His Care- 
lessness for the Robbery.

THEY FAIL TO SMASH THE NEW 
YORK STOOK MABKET. 


People Who Own Stocks Are Not Carrying 
Them on MarginseArrant Nonsense 
Talked About Kailways’ Decreased 
Karnings<Attacks on Western Union 

Prove Futile on Account of Its Great 
Namber of Small Sharebolders~Bond 


Issue Inevitable. 

New York, Jan. 13.—[{Special.]—The bears 
have been hard at it all the week. They have 
rammed and jammed to the full extent of all 
their energies. Still quotations have not gone 
off much. On an average prices are about as 
highas they were a week ago. The short inter- 
est in the stock market is a g-od deal bigger. It 
looks as if the big bears bad. been pluaging in 
again. Last week they all got out. Asa mat- 
ter of fact they were panic-stricken, They 


realized the sensitive shape into which the 
stock market has drifted and discreetly got 
out of the way. Prices spurted, byt the rally 
which began did not continue. The bulls, 
who were conspicuous in the squeeze upward, 
seemed to lose courage as quotations ad. 
vanced, and there was free and easy. realiza- 
tion on the upward move. This encouraged 
the bears into a new confidence, and they 
rushed in and have been trying ever since 
to smash everythmg. They have, how- 
ever, accomplished very little: Condi- 
tions are against them. People who 
own stocks are not carrying them on margins. 
Commission brokers in Wall street are no 
longer carrying the buik of. securities, 
People who cared anything about their stock 
investments have been obliged to take them 
up, pay for them outright and become in- 
dependent of Wall street fluctuations. There 
is the biggest sort of a bull point in this. 
The Railroad Situation, 

Much ado is being made about decreased 
railway earnings, For the most part this is 
arrant nonsense. There is nothi new in it, 
To hippodrome it now asa real r factor 
more than approaches the ludicrous, For 
months and months we have been revelling 
in this anticipation of decreased earnings. 
The average prophecy has been a good deal 
worse than the realization, We have 
been assured that bankruptcy earnings were 
at hand of a sort which would knock out 
not only confidence as to the present but 
all hope as to the future, Wallstreet has 
amply discounted all such stuff, admitting 
that we are now about to reap very worst 
the bear oracles predict—a cessation of divi- 
dends upon conspicuous roads for as much as 
a whole year to coine—what is in reality 
the threat. On an average the dropping of a 
yearly dividend would equal 5 percent. In 
anticipation of precisely this sort of direful 
condition we have today in Wall street active 
railway stocks down, net 5 points but from 
25 to 125 points. Certainly we already know 
the worst. It would be impudent and foolish 
for anybody to suggest that immediately on 
the tail of such a panie as we have had there 
should be a booming stock market. People 
who know most of stock market affairs are 
not talking of booms at all, They do, 
though, expect improvement. They do 
believe that quotations for good stocks 
are too low and must be better. They 
do anticipate a continued rise. Here atid 
there, where unwarranted depression has 
taken place, they are expectant of quick re- 
coveries. In this list of over-assaulted prop- 
erties is a long line of prominent railroad 
stocks. In this list are such things as Chi- 
cago Gas, St. Paul, Canada Southern, Michi- 

an Central, Whisky trust, New England,’and 

Vestern Union. 

Western Union in Small Holdings. 

Western Union is peculiarly situated. 
There is perhaps a bigger short interest in it 
than any other stock dealt in on the Stock 
Exchange except perhaps Burlington. West- 
ern Union is feeling the hard times acutely. 
Its business is cut off much more promptly 
than 'is the ordinary traffic of railway com- 
panies. Groes. reeeipts must have dwindled 
enormously. . +e ig patent to everybody in 
Wall street. estern Union is therefore a 
favorite bear target, It is just as well for 
fair-minded men to remember, however, that 
the "Western Union Telegraph company can 
put stringent economies in effect much 
quicker and more thoroughly than can any 
railroad. Its chief account is for labor. If 
business does not warrant the employment of 
a full quota of employés retrenchment 
is immediately possible. Moreover the 
Western Union company has comparatively 
few bad bills receivable. It doesa cash busi 
ness. Its figures of earnings signify real dol- 
lars and not credit extended to patrons who 
are only nominally good. By long odds, 
however, the strongest point in favor of West- 
ern Union is that the stock is wonderfully 
well distributed. The publicownsit. Oneof 
the cleverest schemes that Jay Gould ever 
worked was when having come into control 


of the Western Union company he sat himself’ 


down to address a confidential letter of ad- 
vice to the company’s agents all over the 
country, suggesting that the Western Union 
was a national institution, always sure to be 
profitable, and therefore’ a rare investment 
for people who desire to put small amounts 
of money into some substantial quar- 
ter. Of course no telegraph agent any- 
where in the country could failto take this 
hint.. The result was a most effective hustle, 
And today, with only one or two exceptions, 
the Western Union has the largest list of 
stockholders of arly corporation in the coun- 
try, its average holding per stockholder being 
a smaller amount of states than almost any 
other property can boast. 

Here is where bears on Western Union 
strike a snag. People who own five shares or 


én shares of the stock, and these form a 


great majority on the company’s stock list, 
decline to pay any attention to the ups and 
downs of stock market quotations, being in- 
fluenced, above all else, by the fact that they 
have been receiving good dividends right 
along. If, as undeniabiy has sometimes late- 
ly seemed probable, those dividénds are to be 
reduced there may be an opportunity open 
for bear attacks which shall be effective, but 
till such a new dividend policy is arranged, 
and so far it has not béen, it is hardly prob- 
able there is going to be any sensational 
weakness in Western Union. Still it is closer 
to being a gamble today than it hag ever been 
in the last dozen years. 


Bond Issue Inevitable, 


What is by long odds the most important 
development at hand, so far as Wall street is 
concerned, is the scheme to which the admin- 
istration is finally and hesitatingly giving 
assent—the issue of a big batch of govern- 
ment bonds. This bond. issue ¢annot be 
avoided. If our bankers don’t get it they 
are going to be in open rebellion, They al- 
ready charge the administration with dumb- 
ness, meaning really something less compli- 
mentary. Ifthere is a substantial govern- 
ment bond issue and it is made a popular 
loan the effect in Wail street is bound to be 
exceedingly tonic. Wall street has already 
drifted over to the idea that the Wilson tariff 
bill will never become a law. There is gener- 
al agreement that it will get through the 
House, but there are few evén among the free 
trade enthusiasts who imagine that it can get 
past the Senate. With such queer commercial 
legislation out of the way the government 
bond issue would open opportunities for a 
general revival of business confidence 
throughout the country, 

Railroad Pooling Arrangement. 

Next to what may happen at Washington 
the most important thmg in the situation is 
plans which are under way for the establish- 
ment of — arrangements among our 
big railroads. Substantial progress has been 
made by Western interests in this direction, 
but further along is the scheme in which the 
Eastern trunk lines are engaged. They are 
very wysterious about it, but an insider di- 
vulges enough of the official program to 
make it clear that finaily the big roads are in 
earnest in their desire to protect and build up 
their mutual interests. The plan which is

Today New York banks have over $527,- 
000,000 of net deposits, nearly  &100,- 
000,000 more than they  command- 
ed a year age, People who are storing 
this money in the banks have as much finan- 
cial sense as the ordinary mortal boasts, and 
they are not likely long to ¢ontinue tying up 
money which brings no interest return. Show 
ple « fair opportunity to make 
money in an advancing stock market and they 
will go tumbling over one another to buy in 
aboom. Let such people get news of a gov- 
ernment bond issue on any hroad-gauged 
basis and yuv won’t be able to hold them. 
Nine-tenths of the probabilities in the stock 
market today are on the bull side.

Would Close All Factories. 


There was a much better representation of 

members present when the House met to- 
night than at any of the previous night ses- 
sions, The first speaker was Mr. Wright 
(Rep., Mass.), who asserted that the passage 
of the Wilson bill would close American fac- 
tories and workshops and would not result in 
giving us any foreign markets, and would 
give foreign manufacturers a munopoly of 
our trade,

was warmly applauded, Mr. Bryan (Dem., 
Neb.) was recognized, and the mention of his 
name was the signal for a hearty outburst of 
applause. He said: 

There are three quebtions which must ever 
claim a large share of the attention of those who 
are intrusted with Federal! legislation —the money 
question, the subject of taxation, and the matter 
of appropriations. The theory that the foreigner 
pays the tax is not acted upon by the protection- 
ist. Ifthe foreigner paid the tax the Cone Yaar 
ducer would get no benefit from the tariff. That 
the protectionist expects the consumer to pay it 
is evident from the fact that compensating duties 
are always given the manufacturer when his raw 
material is taxed, and from the fact that rebates 
wt pina to manufacturers upon material ex- 
po ; 

Our farmers pay for help nearly eight times 
what is paid in India and yet meet India wheat 
in Liverpool, but when you ask a protectionist 
how England with free trade pays better wages 
than any European country with protection he 
replies, “Who put down the rebellion, any- 
how?” But if it were necessary to give a bounty 
directly or indirectly to the. wage-earner it 
would be a good deal cheaper to pay it to him 
directly than to pay it through the manu- 
facturer. Not one farmer in ten raises sheep and 
we ¢annodtafford to make the other nine carry 
the sheep-raiser. “"

OHARGES MADE BY THE OHIOAGO 
HUSSARS’ “REBELS” 


Say Their Captain Did No Hard Work bat 
Missed No Parades—Allege That the 
Election Was One of Leg-Rolling Char- 
acterized by Ward Methods Brought in 
by Persons Not Members of the Com- 
pany=Seceders to Form a New Troop 
and Join the National Guard. 

The trouble’ in the ranks of the Chicago 
Hussars has split that organization squarely 
in two. Thifty-five members have already 
withdrawn, and it is claimed. that fifteen or 
twenty more will pull out within the next 
forty-eight hours. 

For more than a year there has been a great 
deal of dissatisfaction with Capt. E. L, Brand, 
and when the dissaffected ones failed for want 
of enough votes to defeat him at the last 
election they determined to withdraw and 
form a rival troop. : 

This is the only reason given for their ac- 
tion. 
are all stanch friends of Lieut. M. L. C. 
Funkhouser, and they pitted him against Mr, 
Brand for the Captaincy, but the latter was re- 
elected by a good-sized majority. Then Mr. 
Funkhouser was unanimously reélected First 
Lieutenant. He declined to serve, and ten- 
dered his resignation. An explanation of his 
conduct was demanded, and he gave it, saying 
that under no circumstances could he be in- 
duced to serve another year under Capt. 
Brand. He was applauded by the men who 
supported him in the contest. Second Lieut. 
Keen also declined reélection, and followed 
Lieut. Funkhouser’s example. When they 
withdrew Judge Advocate Will H, Clark and 
thirty others did likewise. 

Will Form a New Company. 

The articles of iacorporation for a new 
cavalry company have been made out and up 
to 4 o’clock.yesterday had been signed by 
thirty of the **rebels.’”’ The documents will 
be forwarded to the Secretary of State at 
Springfield Tuesday or Wednesday. It is pro- 
posed# if no objections are raised, to organize 
as a part of the Illinois National Guard. In 
that event headquarters may be secured in 
the new-First Regiment Armory. 

‘‘ Just what this split will result in,’’ eom- 
mented an ex-member of the Hussars, “is at 
present a matter of speculation. It is claimed 
that all of the best men in the troop, the men 
who took the deepest interest in its success, 
who kept up the organization and performed 
all the hard work, bave and will quit it for the 
new.”’ 

The deserters could not be induced to talk 
much. They had agreed, said one of them, 
to let the other side do the talking. It was 
learned, however, that the Funkhouser faction 
long ago decide@to pursue the course it has 
in case he could not be elected Captain. The 
charges made are that Capt. Brand has no 
other interest in the Hussars than that of per- 
sona! glory; that he has treated the officers un- 
der him as if he considered himself much su- 
perior to them in every way; that he left all 
the hard drill work to Lieuts. Funkhouser and 
Keen, and turned out only on parade, 

The- First Dissonant Tone. 

It is learned for the fiest time that fifty of 
the men, comprising the workers, went to 
Fort Sheridan last fall for a four days’ drill 
with the regulars, but Capt. Brand was not 
with them. They were under command 
of Lieut. Funkhouser. No explanation is 
given for Capt. Brand's failure to take part 
in that outing. There are intimations, though, 
that he was not invited to go. This was prob- 
ably the first open evidence of the coming dis- 
ruption. It is also alleged that the reélection 
of Capt. Brand wae secured by methods 
not altogether in keeping with’ the discipline 
and dignity of a high-toned military organi- 
zation. One of the rebels said:

T. T. Conklin Testifies About the Knives 
and Shows There Was Enough Light 
, | t0 to Identify the White Horse+O’Sulli- 
van’s Family Physician Says the Ice- 
man's Bill for Five Years Was Ten Dol- 
lars=His Cross-Examination Goes Over 
to Monday=Carpet and Soap Introduced, 

One hour was all the time given to the 
Coughlin case yesterday morning. The Judge 
was tired, the lawyers were tired, weariness 
was upon the jury, and the spectators would 
have been tired, tod, if there had been any, 
for things were dreary.

The drinn-enataihabion of Theodore. T. 
Conklin was resumed by Mr. Wing. The 
Pinkerton Agency had agreed to produce the 
memoranda containmg the description of Dr.

A is: from. No. 470. The man who drove 
was about 5 feet 8 or 9 inches and about 30 
years old, of dark complexion, slim, sma 
black mustache, ‘a sharp looking man, soft 
black hat, dark clothes, fairly neat, and very 
nervous. Dr, Cronin was 5 feet 11 or G 
feet tall; an athletic man, dark com- 
plexion, heavy dark mustache, dark eyes, 
and wore a slouch hat. He had on a 
Prince Albert dark coat, gray-inixed trousers, 
light brown overcoat with silk facing. He 
took with him two surgical cases, one a long 
wooden one containing splints, bandages, etc., 
the other an ordinary surgical case. He wore 
no diamonds at the time. 

Then Mr. Wimg pursued a somewhat tedious 
examination as to the history of the knives in 
question, known ag Cronin’s knives, but the 
investigation was of no interest other than 
illustrating the importance which lawyers 
attach to what would seem to be very trifling 
circumstances in a great trial.

Mr. Wing asked Mr. Conklin some ques-

Q- —What other lights were there in the vicin- 
ity? A.—-There were three are lights hung in a 
vertical line from the front of the theater. 

This evidence was not to Mr. Wing's lik- 
ing, becanse it showed that with the horse 
standing in the position described by Mrs. 
Conklin the light from the electric lamp 
over the entrance to the Conklin house must 
have fallen upon it. The next questions suit- 
ed Mr, Wing better because they contradict- 
ed Mrs. Conklin’s testimony. 

Q.-—Was the canopy in front of the theater at 
that time? A.—I think not. The theater was 
burned April 30, four days before Dr. Cronin was 
taken away. lam pretty positive there was no 
porch or canopy there then. The one there now 
was added when the theater was repaired after 
the fire. 

Mrs. Conklin had testified that the porch or 
canopy was inuch the same then as now. At- 
torney Wing spent considerable time in ex- 
amining the witness as to the location of the 
outside lights and the probability of Mrs. 
Conklin bemg able to observe the white horse 
and its movements as it carried Dr. Cronin 
away. It seemed. from the testimony, that 
the light was sufficient to enable the witnesses 
to see what they testified to, 

Mr. Wing then obtained the consent of the 
witness to retain a knife which he had bor- 
rowed from him a few moments before, and 
it was offered in evidence and filed away with 
the other two knives which were taken from 
Dan Coughlin and alleged to be the pocket- 
knives of Dr. Cronin.

MANY ERRORS FOUND IN MAIL MATTER. 


Supt. Montgomery’s Report Shows a Large 
Increase in Unclaimed Letters.* 

M. Montgomery, Superintendent of Mails, 
has prepared a report showing the amount of 
business transacted in the inquiry division of 
the Postoffice during the year 1893. The re- 
port shows that there wasa large increase in 
the number of inquiries as compared with the 
year before and an immense increase in the 
number of unciaimed mail, The total num- 
ber of inquiries was 10,614, as compared 
with 0,756 the year before. The number of 
unclaimed letters was 1,088,733. andin 1892 
the number reached only 645.446. There 
were 614.044 misdirected letters, an increase 
of over 100,000. Qf valuable dead letters, 
that is, letters sent to the dead-letter office 
containing money or other valuables, there 
were 2,309: misdirected postal cards. 209,- 
350; unclaimed packages, 3,274; unaddressed 
articles, 3,126. 

There were received in the mails 936 arti- 
cles untit for transportation jn the mailbags, 
and of these 848 were returnéd to the send- 
ers and 75 forwarded by express. The 
amount of money found loose in the mails 
having fallen in transit out of letters or pack- 
ages was $235.47. Ofthis amount $34.53 
was delivered to the owners on satisfactory 
evidence of ownership and $200.04 went to 
the dead letter office. 

The people who deposited letters and forgot 
to pay the necessary postage numbered 
150,650. Of these 19,876. were forwarded 
and the postage paid by the addressees and 
125,726 went back to the senders, while 
4,444 went to the dead letter office. There 
were 76,452 postal cards on which the ad- 
dresses were deticient, but the deficiency was 
supplied by the postal authorities and they 
were delivered. There were sent back to the 
senders on account of wrong addresses 76.888 
postal cards, and 15.929 went to the dead let- 
ter office, while 7,346 were destroyed,

ens, ducks, and wild geese at prices that in 
many cases make them cheaper than beef. 
All the smaller and cheaper restaurants that 
for years past would be as surprised to have 
& man order a bird as they would to have him 
call for a small bottle now offer venison al- 
most as cheaply as small steak and birds of 
great variety at prices within reach of modest 
purses. 

The dealers say this condition is pertly due 
to the fact that through Iowa, Missouri, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, South Dakota, Kan- 
sas, and Nebraska* nearly all kinds 
of game ate ‘reported to be much 
more plentiful than for many seasons past, 
but they think the principal reason for its 
abundance in this market now is that the pre- 
vailing hard times have driven twice as many 
people to pot-hunting as ordinarily engage in 
the shooting of game for market. 

More wild turkeys are said to have been on 
sale in this market in the last month than in 
the four previous seusons, and novie birds 
they are, fat, heavy, and full-flavored. They 
all come from Missouri, and are now selling 
at 14 cents a pound, while the average price 
in years past has been 18 cents a pound, 
Some dealers now quote them as unsalable 
even at 14 cents. The prairie chickens come 
from Iowa and Kansas in such numbers that 
they almost have to be given away. In for- 
mer years they have been readily salable at 
about $6.50 a dozen. Now they are selling 
at $2 to $3.50 a dozen for the choicest. The 
best of these birds are the dark ones that 
come from Iowa and they command the best 
price, but fine light chickens are being sold 
at $2 a dozen, which, the dealers say, is the 
lowest price at which they ever have been of- 
fered. 

Quail Are Scarce, 

The only birds that are at all scarce are 
quail. This is attribuied to the lack of snow 
throughout the South und West. .Birds called 
California quail are coming in in quantity 
from ‘the Indian Territory, but. they are 
so frequently spoiled in the shipping that 
there is not much dethand for them 
except from the cheap restaurants. The 
good birds cannot be had. Minnesota part- 
ridges are coming in freely and are selling at 
just about one-half the price in former sea- 
sons. For $4 to $4.50 a dozen choice birds 
cao now be purchased. 

There is no end of venison in the market. 
In the north woods.of Wisconsin, Michigan, 
and Minnesota it is reported so many deer 
have not been seen in fifteen years. At all 
the way stations in the northern country deer 
are being offered at any price by the 
hunters. In _ spite of the fact that 
the Minnesota law prohibits the shipment of 
deer from the State, and that the Wisconsin 
law is also nearly prohibitory, there is more 
venison now in cold storage in this city than 
can be consumed at anything like the ordi- 
nary prices in two inonths. A lot of it is 
sold to the cheap restaurants and small 
dealers at about eight cents a pound, while 
the choicest saddles do not bring more than 
14 cents, 

Ducks are not particularly plentiful, but 
there seems to be no sale for the usually very 
popular mallard, anc other varieties are 
cheaper now than for many years, as is also 
the case with wild geese. Of these not many are 
in the market and there is no demand for them. 

To Enforce Game Laws. * 


It is believed that the Illinois game law 
limitations will largely alter this gfate of 
affairs upon the Ist of next month and con- 
siderably improve prices by creatizig a corre- 
sponditig scarcity. The Llilinois game law 
makes the following provisiuns: 

Deer can be killed from Sept. 1 to Jan. 15, and 
there is nothing in the law preventing the sale of 


same during that period. 
Wild turkeys can be killed from Sept. 1 to Jan. 


| 15, but the sale and shipment of turkeys killed 


within the State is prohibited. , 

Pianated grouse or prairié chickens can be 
killed Sept. 15 to Novy. 1, but the sale and ship- 
ment of this game killed within the State is pro- 
hibited. 

Partridges or paecnanes ruffied grouse or quail 
can be killed Oct. 1 to Dec. 1, but the law pro- 
hibits the selling Be shipment of this game 
killed within the State. 

Woodcock can be killed July 15 to Sept. 15, 


and can be sold during this period 
Geese, brant, ducks. or other waterfowl can be 


killed and sold from Sept. 15 to April 15. 
Gray, red, fox, or black squirrels can be 


killed June 1 to Dec. 15, but sale of squirrels 
kilied within the State is prohibited. 
All kinds of game brought <4 + fa other States 


may be sold from Oct. 1 to Fe 

Ex-Game Warden Bortree said in relation 
to this that the laws of North and South Da- 
kota absolutely prohibited the shipment of 
game from those States, and yet all the 
prairie chickens are coming from those two 
States. Wisconsin and Michigan both pro- 
hibit the shipment of deer, and 
yet most “of the venison in _ this 
market comes from Wisconsin and Northern 
Michigan. The National Game Protection 
Association, of which Mr, Bortree is Presi- 
dent, has already secured promises from all 
the express companies that they will violate 
the law no longer by shi ping game, and it is 
expected if they do rigidly enforce the law 
that the excessive supply will be cut off from 


this market.

WASHINGTON’S DREARY STATE DINNERS. 


Very Formal and Solemn Affairs, Accord- 
ing to an Old Chronicle. 

Washington’s state dinners must have been 
exceedingly solemn affairs if they: were all 
like the description of the following, which is 
found in the ancient diary of Senator Maclay, 
one of the first two representaiives of the 
State of Pennsylvania in the United States 
Senate: 

** Thursday, Aug. 27, 1789.—A little after 
4 o’clock I called upon Mr. Bassett of Dela- 
ware State and we went to the President’s for 
dinner. 

“The company were President and Mrs. 
Washington, Vice-President and Mrs, Adams, 
Gov. Mifflin and his wife, Mr. Jay and wife, 
Mr. Langdon and wife, Mr. Dalton and a lady 
—perhaps his wife—Bassett, myself, Lee 
Lewis, and the President’s two secretaries. 

“ The President and his wife sat opposite 
each other in the middle of the table. "The 
two secretaries, one at each end. It was a 
great dinner and the best of the kind I ever 
was at. - The room, however, was disagreeably 
warm, 

‘* First were soup, fish, roasted and baked 
meats, gammon, fowl, etc. This was the din- 
ner. The middie of the table was garnished 
in the usual tasty way. with small images, 
artificial flowers, etc. The dessert was fruit, 
apple pies, pudding, etc. ; then ice cream, jelly 
etc.; then watermelons, ‘muskmelons, apples, 
peaches, and nuts, 

‘Tt was the most solemn dinner I was ever 
at. 
until the cloth was taken away. Then the 
President, filling a glass of wine, with great 
formality drank the health of every individ- 
ual around the table. Everybody imitated 
him, changed glasees, andsucha buzz of 
‘Health, sir,’ ‘ Health,madame,’ ‘ Thank you, 
sir,’ and Thank you, madame,’ I: had never 
heard before. 

** The lAdies sat a good while and the bottle 
passed about, but there was a dead silence 
almost, Mrs. W ashington at last withdrew 
with the ladies. I expected the men would 
now begin, but the same silence remained. 
The President told of a New England clergy- 
man who had lost his hat and wig in passing 


.a river called the Bronx, and ue smiled and 


every body else laughed. 

‘*He now and then’said a sentence or two 
on some common subject, and what he said 
was notamiss. Mr. Jay tried to make a laugh 
by mentioning the caricature of the Duchess 
of Devonshire assisting in carrying on Fox's 
election. 

“The President kept a fork in his hand 
when the cloth was taken away, I thought for 
the purpose of picking nuts; he ate none, but 

played with the fork, striking on the edge of 
the table. We did not sit long after the la. 
dies retired. The President rose = went 
up-stairs to drink coffee. The company fol- 
lowed; I took my hat and went home.”

INTEREST IN STANDARD DRAMA, 


Shakspeare’s Classic Works Do Not Palle 
To Repress Society Drama. 

Much is now being said and written con- 
cerning. the’ “current degeneracy of the 
stage,’’ The farce is said to overshadow the 
play, the clown the actor, the 8tage ‘carpenter 
the playwright. Ina sense thig is true, and 
in a measure; but it is not my purpose at this 
time to dwell upen this contention. For 
it is true that despite the change of fash- 
ions and of foibles the appreciation of 
true art by the| public rarely, if ever, lags 
much behind its cultivation by the artist. This 
seems to me especially true of the playgoer in 


bis rela tions to theactorand manager. Such at 


any rate would seem to be the judgment war- 
ranted by my own experience. 

For one I have been privileged to note with 
growing satisfaction the increase of intelli- 
gent interest manifest among younger men 
and women in the production of classic and 
standard drama. Shakspeare is of late years 
being more generally and generously studied 
in high sehools and colleges not merely as 
dead * literature ’’ but in his living, dramatic 
essence, I note the effect of this in my audi- 
ences. They are steadily numbering more 
young people whose close attentioh and crit- 
ical appreciation are invariabie, for they have 
not only studied the text but have sought in 
imagination, to interpret the characters they 
have come to hear and see. Shakspearean 
acting, therefore, means continuous study and 


He Is an Indefatigable Stage Director and 
His Actors Must Do Right. 

Henry Guy Carleton, the author of * The 
Butterflies,”’ is said to be one of the most in- 
defatigable stage directors in America, He 
thinks his work over so thoroughly for weeks 
before the time set for production that he 
comes to-his first rehearsal with every bit of 
stage ** business,’ every move of his char- 
acters, every cross to right and left of the 
stage, and every move up and down the stage 
so thoroughly fixed in’ his own mind that 
there is little*halting or pondering when once 
the actual work begins. in this respect he 
greatly resembles Bronson Howard, who 
never aeviates at rehearsal from what he has 
mapped out in his own mind beforehand. 
Carleton knows in advance what he wants 
done and just how it must be done, and he will 


stick for ten minutes at a single line untiLit is: 


given exactly to his taste. His explanations 
are most explicit, and when, after a clear ex- 
position of what he wants, an actor who is re. 
hearsing does not completely grasp his idea, 
the author jumps out of his chair and, witha 
‘‘ watch me, my boy,” goes through the scene 
himself. Then he settles back in his seat and 
the player starts in anew, to be interrupted 
every moment with: ‘* No, go back again.” 
and ‘** Try it once more,” etc,, until finally the 
idea is fully grasped and things are satisfactory 
all around. 

Ata recent rehearsal of ** The Butterflies,’’ 
previous to its first production, an actor made 
an entrauce to the stage from a balcony. 
Carleton shouted: “That won’t do. Try it 
again.’’ The actor tried once more, to be 
greeted with: ‘*No,no; nothing like it.” 
There was another attempt, the actor saying 
with some satisfaction as he reached the 
stage: ‘* I think that was about it, was it not?”

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Markets Well Stocked with Ocean, Lake, 
Galf, and Brook Fish, Which Are 
Choice in Quality and Low in Price= 
They Are Oaught in the Fall and Kept 
in Ice Until SoldeFailure of the East- 
ern Oyster Crop Not Regarded as a 
Calamity. | 

The report of a shortage of 12,000,000 
bushels in the oyster crop of Chesapeake Bay 
does not disturb the equanimity of the Chi- 
cago dealers. 

“Our business is mostly in fish this win- 
ter,” one of them declares. * Hard times 
have caused people to economize on high- 
priced oysters and meats and turn to fish as 
the staple food. Fish are very cheap and 
plentiful. Chicago eats 20,000,000 pounds 
of lake fish and 5,000.000 pounds of ocean 
fish annually: The lake fish were caught and 
frozen last fall, and so long as they remain 
in ice continue as fresh as when taken from 
the water. However,if any one demands a 
newly caught fish, the Mackinaw fishermen 
are sending down choice trout daily taken 
from the straits. 

** As to oysters, the crop of Baltimore and 
New York might totally fail without embar- 
rassing the public ‘in the least or raising the 
price of the bivaive, 

** The Gulf of Mexico produces fully as fine 
flavored oysters as are taken anywhere. 
Many peorle like the guif oyster best. New 
Orleans: could easily supply’the world with 
oysters, as its coast environment is enor- 
mously prolific in oysters, delicious crusta- 
ceans, and fishes. These gulf edibles are 
sent North in refrigerator cars which have 
conveyed dressed beef South. They also 
come by express. The failure of the fish and 
oyster crop would bea great boon to the gulf 
coast trade.”’ 

The fishmonger mentioned that the Pacific 
codfish had invaded the Chicago market to 
the detriment of the Maine-Massachusetts’ 
namesake. There is no difference in the ap- 
pearance of the rivals, but epicures think the 
Pacitic cod the choicer. The Pacific cod is 
now shipped to Massachusetts, salted and 
sent out as Atlantic cod. No. one can tell the 
differencé, 

A popular fishin Chicago is the red snap- 
per, caken in the Gulf of Mexico, and called 
by many the Gulf cod. It is a handsomer fish 
than the cod and of much finer flavor. Large 
fleets engage in the catch of this fish and it is 
hore its way into all of the markets of the 
wor . 

Brook trout weighing from two to five 
pounds are plentiful in the local markets. 
They come from private fish ponds where they 
were taken out and frozen last fall. 

The finest yellow perch are taken 
Detroit River at the St. Clair Flats. 

Muscallonge reach the market from the in- 
terior lakes of Wisconsin. 

The lake trout varies in color both of skin 
and flesh. ‘The flesh is yellow from the 
southern to the northern waters of Lake Su- 
perior. In the northwest corner of Lake Su- 
perior the flesi becomes red and the skin a 
fac-simite of the brook trout. This latter 


in the 


variety, which is the finest of trout, 
is believed by some to be a 
brook trout from the Nipigon 


River, which in times past left the stream and 
bred «a deep water variety of itself. It isscarce 
in the local market. There is a suspicion that 
the local dealer selis it as a large brook trout. 

Eels mostly‘-come from Fultong N. Y., 
where, on the Oswego’ River, is the largest 
eel industry in the world. 

‘Ocean fish are not popular in the West, nor 
are lake fish popular in the East. The condi- 
tion is natural. 

Crawfish come from New Orleans, where 
they are the staple food of the French people. 
Theerawfish makes the most delicious bisque 
known to the epicure. 


A DENATIONALIZED AMERICAN. | 


The Late First Secretary of the American 
Legation in London, 

Los Arigeles (Cal.) Times: Harry White, 
who hélti the desirable post of Secretary of 
Legation in London through three adminis- 
trations, and seemed, in the picturesque lan- 
guage of Congressman O’Neill of Massa- 
chusetts. to be “ glued there,” still remains 
on American soil, although he has 
been talking for some days of sailing 
to resume his rightful position in the van 
of English society, He undoubtedly expect- 
ed, when he returned to this country, to be 
able to persuade the administration to rescind 
the order that he must go.. He appealed 
promptly to the potent intluence which kept 
him in office through Mr. Cleveland’s previ- 
ous administration, and the influence was 
just as promptly exerted, but, to the surprise 
of both Mr. White and his backer, it proved 
utterly unavailing. 

I doubt if they understand yet exactly why 
it should have: been effective before and not 
now. Nor am I aware that the immediate 
cause of his removal has yet found its way 
into print. ‘There was, of course, the general 
complaint of nearly every American who 
has been in London in recent years 
that his treatment of his countrymen 
was excessively condescending and 
shabby. In fact it was pretty generally under- 
stood that, on more than one occasion, he had 
facetiously attributed his own success and 
popularity to the fact that he “ had nothing to 
do with Americans.’’ While many of the 
stories.told may have been justly attributed 
by Mr. White to the disappointment of tour- 
ists, who were unable to secure an introduc. 
tion to the Queen as promptly as they thought 
proper, there still remained sufficient ground 
for suspicion, and the injudicious Mr. White 
himself put on the finishing touches. 

No sooner was Ambassador Bayard’s nomi- 
nation confirmed than Mr. White took pen in 
hand to write a letter of congratulation. But 
he was not satisfied with a mere expression of 

ood will and forthwith began to give advice, 

e suggested to Mr. Bayard that it would be 
much to his advantage to take a house at 
some distance from: the legation so that he 
might be free from the importunities of 
American visitors. Mr. White's services 
would probably have been dispensed with on 
the strength of common report, but whatever 
doubt may have existed was removed by this 
letter. It was proof positive of the truth of 
all the charges that had been made 
against him. Mr. Bayard was particu- 
larly indignant that his own Ameri- 
canism should be questioned even by 
implication, and he promptly submitted the 
letter to Mr. Cleveland, with comment of 
suitable vigor. The President fully indorsed 
all that the Ambassador had to say, and from 
that moment no earthly power could have 
saved Mr. White from decapitation. 

He feels. however, that he has made suffi- 
cient impression upon English society to war- 
rant his return to stand upon his merits as an 
individual, and has taken a house in London, 
where, during the coming season, it is assured, 
he will be at home to all except Americans.

The 
action of the Senate is all the more severe on 
the crazy-horse Governor as that body de- 
manded of Congress the “‘ right of free coin- 
age”’ for silver in the mints of the United 
Stutes. As the Senate did not state that it 
asks for such free coinage on the basis of 16 
to 1 it is at least open to be inferred that a 
majority of its members do not insist on that 
now impossible ratio, which, after all, is the 
one great point at issue between the extreme 
silver men and their opponents. Among the 
latter are many who are wise enough 
to think it probable a permanent ratio be- 
tween gold and silver could not be maintained 
long, but the majority even of these would be 
willing to concede so much to the silver men 
as to give the latter a chance by starting anew 


‘on the ratio as established by the commercial 


world of today. It is satisfactory to know 
that the Colorado Legislature has refused to 


be a party to the crazy scheme of the Gov. | 


ernor to have 52 cents’ worth of silver in for- 
eign coins declared by law of the State to be 
equal in value to 100 cents’ worth of gold. 
The legislators of Colorado could not go the 
full length of indorsing such a manifest ab- 
surdity. Perhaps they remembered that gold 
as well as silver is one of the products of their 
State, and that Waite’s proposition would dis- 
criminate against gold as badly as he now 
claims the United States discriminates against 
silver. 


MAKING MEN’S PRIVATE AFFAIRS PUBLIC 
The Democratic Congressmen talk of pass- 
ing an income tax bill. They say, half apolo- 
getically, that it will only hit 85,000 persons. 
They underestimate grossly the number of 
persons in this country who have incomes in 
excess of $4,000 a year, for there are five or 
ten times that number of stockholders in all 
the corporations. Butit is quite likely that 
they rely on the evasiveness of mankind to 
keep down the number. They may anticipate 
that there are only 85,000 persons in the 
United States out of those who will schedule 
their receipts and expenses who will return 
and swear to incomes in excess of $4,000. 
Perhaps’ they are correct, but how many 
persons will be served with blank schedules 
containing scores of searching, inquisitorial 
interrogatories and be ordered to fill out those 
blanks and answer those questions and to sign 
and swear to their returns, becoming liable if 
they fail todo so to severe penalties of fine 
and imprisonment? Will not from one to two 
millions of citizens be handed these schedules 


and be compelled to make sworn itemized. 


public statements of their private affairs, of 
their earnings and profits, or of their losses 
during the year? Will it be pleasant for all 
these individuals, whether made to pay a tax 
or not, to strip the veil of privacy from their 
business? 

Will not there be almost universal kicking 
when the time comes for the business-men of 
the country to take the public, and especially 
their rivals, into their confidence? Will those 
among them who have met during the year 
with losses which they have concealed as 
much as possible, like to put down those 
losses on a schedule, swear to them, and make 
them public? What effect will such exhibits 
be likely to have on their credit and financial 

ing? 

During the existence of the old and odious 
income war tax of a quarter of a century ago 
thousands of business-men, wishing to con- 
ceal their losses, made no return of them as 
offsets and paid heavy taxes, which they were 
not bound to pay, rather than expose their 
affairs to rivals and. the public. It was a 
choice of evils with them and they chose that 
which seemed to them the least. 

‘Do the friends of the income tax imagine 
that the hundreds of thousands of schedules 
which are to be filled out and made public 
will have no political effect? Do they think 
that all the Democrats hit in this way will 
keep on voting the Democratic ticket and 
kissing the hand that struck them? But the 
Democrats who are enamored of an income 
tax say they fear no loss of votes and they 


boast that the darts and arrows of their bill 


will hit and wound only 85,000 men. If that 
be true are not they advocating class legisla- 
tion? On what principle of right or equity 
must men receiving over $4,000 a year of in- 
come pay a tax, while the men who get 
$2,000 or $3,000 or even $3,999 escape ut- 
terly? 

One of the commonest Democratic boasts 
is that thé party is one of equal rights and 
equal benefits, with special privileges for 
none. Why then do their Congressmen vote 
to discriminate in favor of those making less 
than $4,000 a year and attack those whose 
earnings exceed thatsum? Where is the jus- 
tice or equal rights of such a jughandle sys- 
tem of taxation? After voting for such a bill 
as that the Democrats will be liars if they say 
that they are opposed to granting special 
privileges to any.

THE NEW ANARCHISTS. 

A well informed writer in the current 
number of the New Review, which, by the 
way, is edited by a Radical member of 
Parliament, deseribing the Anarchists who 
have been making threats recently in 
London and attempting to hold incendiary 
meetings, says: “The bulk of them. are 
persons of the worst character. They 
are reckless ruffians, ftigitives from for- 
eign justice, habitual criminals, or candi- 
dates constantly qualifying for imprisonment 
by daily malpractices and the commission 
of all kinds of commonplace crime.”’ 
This description of the London Anarchists 
seems to fit the Anar¢hists of Chicago. 
The latter, too, are organizing for trouble, 
They find an excuse in the’ present depression 
for their propaganda of violence, They are 
not desirous todo any work themselves, but 
they take advantage of the craving for em- 
ployment which is not satisfied among the un- 
fortunate wageworkers to foment discontent 
and disorder. As the labor demonstration at 
the haymarket gave Lingg,; Spies, En- 
gel, Fischer, and their fellows an 
opportunity for bomb throwing, the for- 
eign criminala who are attempting to 
reorganize the “‘ groups’ in Chicago hove 
to avail themselves of such parades as that 
projected for tomorrow night, but aban- 
doned under pressure from the authorities, 
for demonstrations of violence and opportu- 
nities for loot. 

The police authorities here know that 
those foreign rascals are meeting week- 
ly and that the most incendiary doc- 
trines are preached at those meetings. As 
long as these preachings are confined to the 
groups, and no attempt is made to give them 
effect, perhaps it would be unwise to notice 
them. But there are other fellows who need 
immediate attention. These are the Tommy 
Morgans and the Britziuses. 

Prince Krapotkine, the philosophical Rus- 
sian Anarchist; recently expressed horror at 
the fact that some of the doctrines which he 
has preached bore such malignant fruit in 
Barcelona and in Paris. Tommy Morgan, it 
is well known, was ecared immediately after 
the haymarket massacre, but he soon re- 
covered his equanimity, and he is again 
preaching doctrines the logical outcome of 
which must be violence. The police authori- 
ties should take him in hand. 

It would be strange if his’ persistent preach- 
ing of lawlesness, his violent harangues 
against, the established order of things, and 
his dark-lantern meetings did not encourage 
the reckless and criminally inclined followers 
to overt acts against the law which they de- 
spise. Most of these fellows are not citizens. 
It is well known that the members: of 
the groups of which Spies, Lingg, 
and Fischer were the leaders were not 
citizens. They conformed tod the naturaliza- 
tion laws later on in order to elect a Governor 
who would pardon their comrades. But the 
exercise of the rights of citizens had a moder- 
ating influence on them and most of tnem 
who have settled down to honest work 
haye abandoned their old theories. The 
Anarchists of the present time in Chicago 
area new crop of foreigners—with no aspira- 
tions in thedirection of citizenship. They 
would probably be nothing more than vulgar 
criminals| but that the propaganda of the 
Morgans and the Britziuses gives them a 
more glittering prospect. Their groups 
should be scattered and the Superintendent 
of Police should use the information which is 
already in his possession to that end, 


FILL STREETS NOW FOR PAVING. 

Commissioner Jones is quoted as saying: 
‘* No street paving can be commenced with 
safety this kind of weather, but a great many 
streets might be filled preparatory to the 
paving.” That is true, and it might have 
been added that the paving would ‘be all the 
better for having the filling done several 
weeks before the covering of wood or stone or 
other material is put on. It also should be in- 
sisted that any guttering of the streets for 
connecting building lots with gas or -water 
mains or with the sewers be done long before 
the paving is laid down. Only by such pre- 
cautions can the people be ‘saved from the 
formation of gutters and other hollow places 
in the street shortly after it is said to have 
been “ paved,” 

The great trouble with all the paved streets 
in this city is a woful unevenness of the sur- 
face due to sinking of some portions more 
than others. This makes the pavemerit hard 
to travel on, difficult to keep clean, and causes 
it to wear out in something like half the time 
it would last if proper attention were paid to 
the foundation. In most cases the filling is 
bad to begin with. It is thrown in loosely, 
leveled off with a rake, covered over, and then 
begins the process of settling at leisure. ‘The 
collapse of a tin can or the disintegration of a 
dog’s carcass that was in the dump makes 
room for a hole at the top. Even where these 
constituents of street-filling are absent the 
earth settles unequally because no cAre was 
taken in the first place to have it of approxi- 
mately uniform density, and if all this 
mischief were eliminated the good work is 
undone by subsequent gutterings, into which 
the earth is thrown back loosely with the in- 
evitable result of a surface depression a few 
weeks later. Owing to these slipshod methods 
of procedure, whereby a few dollars on each 
contract are saved to the contractor in the 
shape of wages, the taxpayers lose miltions, 
for itis well known that the life of a pave- 
ment is shortened nearly 50 per cent by it. 
The thrifty contractor who avoids paying for 
the rolling and ramming, which are insisted on

Ifthey were made financially re- 
sponsible for it the evil soon would cease. 
.Henee thereis a double reason why the 
streets that are to be paved the coming spring 
should be filled in this winter.

and, unless the advantage gained were thrown 
away by carelessly allowing the streets to be 
guttered later, the doing of the filling work 
now would insure an improved character to 
the street pavements to be laid this year.

SOCIALISM IN FRANCE. 

In the Nineteenth Century for December M. 
Yves Guyot, late Minister of Public Works in 
France, discusses the present and future of 
socialism in that country. He says freedom 
of the press and of meeting was obtained in 
1881 and codperation in the manufacture of 
certain products was authorized three years 
later. But the syndicates thus formed must 
have for their exclusive object the study and 
defense of economic interests, manufacturing 
and agricultural, and may possess only the 
real estate necessary for their meetings, etc. 
The freedom of association was given to trade 
companies only because of the religious con- 
gregations. Under this law agricultural syn- 
dicates have been founded for the purchase of 
farm machinery, manures, and animals for 
breeding, and employers have made use of 
the law to found syndicates which have chiefly 
been worked for protectionist ends, but only 
208,000 toilers are working with these, or 6 
per cent of the laboring population of France 
outside the agricultural laborers. That law 
recognized the right of combination and 
striking. Until about 1889 social reform was 
regarded as reform in the direction of liberty 


‘and equality, but * now in France it might be 


defined as the intervention of the state in con- 
tracts of labor, always directed against the 
employer and to the exclusive profit of the 
laborer.” 

The Socialists in France are divided by 
personal questions, but not much by queés- 
tions of doctrine. All of them are of the 
opinion that the actual state of society is 
worthless, that legislation should interfere 
vigorously to give to the laborers all the privi- 
leges they may demand, that however great 
these demands may be they never will be 
sufficient, and that the end to be arrived at is 
the expropriation of the capitalist class. This 
change is to be a violent one, though the ex- 
propriators declare with touchmg unanimity 
that if violence comes about it will not be 
their fault, but that of those who resist them, 
While waiting for this beautiful consumma- 
tion of their dreams they go every 28th of 
May to celebrate the defeat of the Commune 
in 1871, render homage to the heroes who 
stirred up civil war and burned down the 
monuments of Paris under the eyes of the 
Germans, and they take solemn oaths to take 
their revenge not against the external enemy 
but the internal one, their fellow-citizene of 
France, 

These people are being catered to by pol- 
iticians who want their votes, and by some 
manufacturing employers who want addition- 
al protection on their wares. Demagogues of 
all parties have striven to attract to them- 
selves the working classes, and largely be- 
cause of this socialism is flourishing. It has 
by their aid passed laws limiting the working 
hours of women and children, but all the fine 
phrases in this behalf are only pretéxts. The 
Socialists in France always have aimed at the 
exclusion of women from all industrial toil, 
regarding them 4s distoyal competitors who 
work at a lower price. French gallantry is 
thus transformed into a savage egotism, and 
the only fruit of the legislation for this (law 
of Nov. 2, 1892) has been strikes and dis- 
content. For themselves the men workers 
want short working days. One of their 
Deputies thinks six hours are enough, and M, 
Lafargue, a relative of Karl Marx and late 
Deputy for Lisle, demands a three hours day. 
* Zero is, in fact, the only figure which is safe 
from being outbid.”’ With this the Socialists 
are demanding the expulsion of foreign work- 
men, but seek to reconcile their theory of 
fraternity between the proletarians of all 
countries with their personal interests by de- 
manding that the fine, and,if necessary the 
imprisonment, shall be imposed on the em- 
ployer of foreign workmen. They say “in- 
dustry is not native from the moment when 
foreigners can come and take part in it,” 
Also they want the trade syndicates to have a 
monopoly as agents between employer and 
employed, 

The French Socialists announce that they 
are about to demand that the mines. shall re- 
enter the domain of the state and be worked 
by it, and that the railroads shall be owned 
and operated by the government, They are 
trying hard to attract the timid and the indif- 
ferent into the circle of their activity, and the 
still more numerous class who always want to 
go with the wind to support them in making 
other demands. But M. Guyot thinks “ this 
movement is nothing to be frightened about,”’ 
for it has against it a big resistant force. The 
workmen of the large industries num ber 800,- 
000, but those of the small scale industries, 
the majority of whom desire to become em- 
ployers, number 1,500,000. Trade and 
transport give occupation to more than 
1,000,000, proprietors cultivating their 
own lands count for nearly 2,500.- 
000, farmers, dairymen, and planters for 
more than 500,000, and members of the lib- 
eral professions nearly as many. The great 
majority of all these are inaccessible to that 
conception which has collectivity for its final 
and logical result—the seizure by the state of 
the whole economie activity of the country 
and the forcing of every man fit for work into 
the ranks of state functionaries. Against the 
movement M. Guyot offers the following 
enunciation of principles: ‘‘ Every institu- 
tion is pernicious which has for its object the 
protection of an individual ora group from 
competition, for it results in apathy and de- 
cay. Every institution is noxious which has 
for its object the restraint of the intellectual 
or productive activity of man. Progress is 
in inverse proportion to the coercive interfer- 
ence of man with man, and in direct propor- 
tion to the control by man of external 
nature.”’ 
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CALIFORNIA WORKINGMEN N PETITION. 

One of the California Congressmen has re- 
ceived for presentation to Congress a petition 
signed by a large number of tlie men working 
in the jute manufactories of that State pro- 
testing against the heavy reduction of duty on 
jute bags and burlaps proposed by the Wilson 
bill. It is claimed that— 


The enactment of the bill as proposed will 
throw hundreds of workers out of employment, 
for the reafon that they cannot compete in this 
country with the cooly labor of India. It means 
the closing of every jute mill on the coast. The 
wages paid to cooly labor, it is alleged, are 15 
cents perday., Millions of dollars are invested in 
the jute industry on the coast. 

All the California Congressmen have re- 
ceived petitions from those engaged in the 
manufacture of ma¢aroni and kmdred prod- 
ucts on the Pacific coast askmg them to do 
what they can to prevent the contemplated re- 
duction of the duty on-sueh articles, The

THE DOMESTIC SERVICE SITUATION. 

One very curious feature of the present in- 
dustrial situation is that although such large 
numbers of girls and women are out of em- 
ployment good serviee for the household is 
just as hard to obtain and but little cheaper 
than formerly. This may be accounted for, 
in part, by the fact that very many of the 
women who have been discharged from shops, 
factories, and desks‘ure without experience in 
domestic labors and therefore would not be 
aeceptable in our homes. But what shall we 
say to the other fact, that no one is willing to 
fit herself for this calling; that out of these hun- 
dreds of unemployed women the Housekeep- 
ers’ Association, at its last report, had found 
not one willing to accept a domestic education 
offered without expense? This is but one 
more indication of what already was well: 
known, that the aversion to domestic service 
is serious and excesdingly widespread. It 
shows, too, that there is no tendency toward 
a decrease of this fecling, although it is a 
class of labor alwaysin demand and although 
facts and figures have shown over and over 
again that it is better paid, better housed, bet- 
ter fed, and pursued under more healthful 
conditions than almost any other employment 
open to women. Lookmg at it solely as an 
industrial question this is hard to understand ; 
but considered in itssecial aspects the explana- 
tioniseasy. Noothercallinginvolvesa similar 
loss of social position; caste feeling prevails 
here as nowhere else, and the self-respecting 
woman, American by birth, or one having 
been here long enough to imbibe the spirit of 
American institutions, shritiks from ranking 
herself withan inferior class, If domestic 
labor could be made to stand as well in caste 
as the labor of the saleswoman, the bookkeep- 
er, and the telegraph operator the first and 
greatest prejudice against it would disappear. 
Not until such labor is placed on a basis of 
independence and trust rather than as now on 
personal oversight ; not until individual inde- 
pendence is respected here as in other depart- 
ments of labor can we look to see intelligent 
and fairly educated women enter the ranks of 
domestic workers, and until they do there 
will be little improvement in our kitchens. 
Just bow this great change is to be brought 
about it is not entirely easy to define exactly, 
but it would seem as though the present mo- 
ment, when they so much need work and we 
so much need workers, might bea favorable 
one for giving it some of the careful attention 
the subject demands, 

What a revelation is contained in that little 
phrase, dear to the housekeeper’s heart as a 
servant’s recommendation, ‘‘she knows her 
place!” That means,as we understand it, 
that she recognizes her position to be a menial 
oneand conforms her deportment: accora- 
ingly. It means that she is absolutely sub- 
missive to our demaads and maintains the 
deference due to us, her employers, as supe- | 
rior beings. Why is this attitude required of 
her more than of the seamstress or saleswom- 
an? Why should she be expected, more than 
they, to. forfeit her personal liberty? Free. 
dom is sweet to every human being, and 
in store or factory the worker, during 
some hours of the twenty-four, belongs 
to herself and has no one to question her 
movements or intrude on her privacy. But a 
housemaid can make no plans thatare not 
likely to be upset by the plans or even by the 
caprices of her employers; she may not have 
any notions or fancies; may not, except on 
her “day out,” take even a bit of a walk 
without asking permission of another; may 
not express any personal likes or dislikes, nor 
indulge herself in any of the precious moods 
and whims in which at times even the most 
prosaic and commonplace individual de- 
lights. Very much of this cannot be avoided ; 
rules are necessary, restrictions unavoidable; 
but the average mistress instead of trying to 
lighten the consciousness of the yoke is far 
more likely to emphasize it and, in addition, 
to assume dictation over the tastes and leisure 
of those who serve hen. Even if well meant, 
such real or supposed infringement of personal 
liberty is reseuted and rouses a spirit of an- 
tagonism. When there shall be a general 
though tacit recognition among employers of 
the perfect compatibility of domestic service, 
with a due independence in personal matters, 
there will be hope that this kind of labor will 
not be held in such low esteem and that a bet- 
ter class of workers will not shrink from tak- 
ing part in it. 

Thus the duty of removing domestic service 
from the odium into which it is fallen rests 
mainly with the women who employ it; let 
them deal with the large problem in a prac- 
tical way; let them realize that household 
service must be placed on an industrial basis 
and its empleyés treated as responsible and 
independent laborers. Thus will they do 
much to restore household work to the place 
it once oczupied as one of the desirable and 
remunerative industries of self-respecting 
women. 
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THE DANBURY HATTERS STRIKE, 

A few weeks ago it was reported that the 
striking hatters of Danbury, Conn., had 
forced or influenced wn appropriation of 
$50,000 by that town for the relief of the 
poor, whieh in that case meant themselves, 
Tus Trrseuns stated that probably the strikers 
would find they could not have things all their 
own way, though the employers professed to 
be indifferent, as their share of the tax was 
very much less than the difference between 
the wages demanded and offered. The conse- 
quences are coming souner than may have 
been expected. The hat manufacturers are 


moving out of Danbury and going to other . 


places where the conditions promise to be less 
decidedly against them, The largest factory, 
which has employed 50) hands, with a pay- 
roll that has exceeded $400,000 in 
each of the last five years, is mov- 
ing to Newark, N. J., and with this 
will go the immense stock farm of the 
leading member of the firan, on which are 200 
high bred horses, It is anid to be too late to 
prevent this change of lovation, as part of the 
machinery was shipped lest week and the rest 
is being made ready to move. But this, and 
the fact that other Danbury employers of hat- 
ters have received offers to remove to other 
points, has produced iis effects upon the 
strikers. They have appointed a committee 
to confer with the “ bosses ’’.on behalf of the 
4,000 hatters who have bven on strike for the 
last seven weeks.

The spring trade opens with the beginning 
“of this week, and if it be not taken advantage 
of part of the local trade will be lost. It is 
understood that fifteen out of the eighteen 
manufacturers have signified their consent to 
resume relations with the strikers and allow 
theuj to retain their trade organizations if the 
latter will vote to make the concessions asked 
for by the employers six monthsago. It is 
thought likely the other three will decide to 
resume as independent shops, though it is 
not impossible they, too, will agree to employ 
union men, as they do not want the strikers 
to feel to an unnecessary extent the sting of 
defeat. 


JOHN BOYD THACHER SNUFFED OUT AT 
LAST. 

The Board of Control of the National Com- 
mission has called John Boyd Thacher down 
from his high horse. As Chairman of the 
Committee of Awards Mr. John Boyd Thacher 
hitherto has conducted himself in a purely 
autocratic manner and made his decisions 
as if there were no Board of Control or Na- 
tional Com mission in existence. He has been 
the Committee of Awards and his word has 
been final. He has not received advice or 
suggestions from any one. He has disposed 
of every complaint—and they have come in 
by thousands—by simply waving it 
off and declining to listen to it. 
He has held exhibiters, the Board of 
Control, and the commission in contempt. 
When he went to Washington with his bureau 
he began operations under. the same policy. 
He proposed to have absolute control of the 
disbursement of the money appropriated by 
Congress, of the awarding of diplomas, and 
of passing upon the jury awards which he 
took with him to Washington. The Board of 
Control endured John Buyd Thacher as long 
as it could and at last determined to call him 
down and put him where he belongs. 

The opportunity camein the contest over 
the beer eases.

Ewing of Illinois, Saunders of Mississippi, 
Kurtz of Minnesota, and Butt of West- Vir- 
ginia, appointed by the full Board of Control, 
struck out the competitive points in the beer 
report and overruled John Boyd Thacher.

National Commission. The outcome was the 
resignation of Messrs. Ewmg and Saunders. 
The board, however, refused to accept the 
resignations, and then and there made short 
work of John Boyd Thacher by appointing a 
Revisory committee to which every diploma 
must be referred for approval before it is 
given out. Thediploma must have the au- 
thority of the commission, and not of John 
Boyd Thacher, in order to be valid. John 
Boyd Thacher now is put in his proper place 
as oneof the clerks of the commission with- 
out authority other than the privilege of send- 
ing in his reports to the Revisory committee 
to be accepted or not as it sees fit. 

The most cheerful portion of the decision 
of the board, which has been approved by 
the First Controller of the Treasury, so far as 
the disposition of the award funds is con- 
cerned, is its suggestion that if Mr. John 
Boyd Thacher does not like the situation he 
can get out as soon as he pleases and go back 
to Albany. The outcome of the contest will 
be good news in Chicago, but how much 
trouble might have been spared during the 
Fair period if the National Commis- 
sion had had the courage to extinguish this 
flamboyant and chronic mischief maker six 


months ago. 


THE HAWAIIAN CORRESPONDENCE, 

The President has sent another batch of the 
Hawaiian correspondénce to Congress with- 
out suggestion of any kind and without any 
information except that he has retained one 
dispatch from ex-Minister Stevens which may 
be sent in iater—or may not be sent at all, as 
the President pleases. 

The dispatches sent in-throw no new light 
on the situation, They principally set forth 
the details of Minister Willis’ first interview 
with the Queen in which he vainly sought to 
induce her to accept President Cleveland’s 
conditions. She remained firm in her deter- 
mination to behead every one of the persons 
engaged in the revolution as soon as she had 
the opportunity. In subsequent dispatches 
it is related how he succeeded in bringing her 
to terms, but by that time the situation of 
affairs had changed and it was too late. 
President Cleveland had relegated the whole 
business to Congress on the supposition 
that his dusky and bloodthirsty friend 
would not accept his conditions. A 
dispatch of Dec. 283 announces: that the 
provisional government has declined 
to surrender its authority to the Queen and 
his intention on the following day to notify 
President Dole and the Queen that he should 
take no further steps until hearing from 
Washington. Under the same date is sent the 
reply of President Dole, with which the pub. 
lic already is familiar, 

The most interesting dispatch in the list is 
that sent by Secretary Gresham Friday last 
expressing the regret of the President that the 
conspiracy had been thwarted, and compli- 
menting Minister Willis upon the satisfactory 
manner in which he had carried ‘out his in- 
structions, notwithstanding that those instruc- 
tions incoritestably had been sent after the 
Presideat fully had decided to leave the whole 
business to Congress. The double dealing of 
the administration is exposed clearly 
in this dispatch. The close of the dispatch, 
however, notifies Willis that Congress has 
complete control of the business and “ until 
further notice consider that your special in- 
structions have been fully complied with.” 
With this perfunctory pat on the back Minis- 
ter Willis is relieved from any further duties 
until Congress has its say in the matter. Now 
it is time for Congress to end this shameful, 
humiliating double dealing by prompt action. 
It has all the papers in its possession save one, 
and that is not necessary to its policy, as it 
dates back to the administration of Minister 
Stevens, It should act promptly. 
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CuatrrMan KuyetMan and his associates of 
the County Board Finance committee have 
taken up the estimates of the County Con- 
troller with praiseworthy promptness. They 
propose to revise them carefully and in the 
right direction and to ignore the hasty and ill- 
considered recommendations of the Circuit 
Judges for the increase of the force of clerks, 
bailiffs, and Deputy Sheriffs.

Wall papers were first made in this country 
in Philadelphia in 1789, by Plunket Heeson, 
and a little later by parties by the names of 
Chardon and Borriken, Mr. John B. Howell 
established a factory at the same place in 
1793. A wall paper factory was established 
in Boston in 1800 by the firm of May & Rod- 
man, and another a few years later by Josiah 
Buthstead. Factories were also established 


Brunswick, N. J. These mills were operated 
in a very small' way by merchants whose 
principal business was the importation of for- 
eign papers and whose factories were con- 
nected with their retail stores... Up to this 
time -wall papers were made in small, 
square sheets, each sheet containing 
the pattern complete, the pieces being placed, 
one by one, on the wall, About the year 1885 
Mr, Bumstead put into operation a small wall 
paper machine in a shop located on a lot back 
of his store. This was perhaps the earliest 
effort of printing wall paper sy machinery. 
Mr. Howell in Philadelphia and Mr. John 
Perkins in New Bedford also introduced 
machine printing about this time. ~ , 

These wall paper machines were very primi- 
tive affairs. They were all worked by hand, 
and wefe capable of printing but one color at 
atime. In the event of more than one color 
bemg required it was afterward added by 
hand. At this time the methods in use for 
sizing the colors would not permit the falling 
of one wet color upen another, All of the 
blocks for printing were cut in wood. 

In the year 1836 paper for machine print- 
ing was first made in rolls. Prior to this time 
the pieces had been pasted together before 
running through the machine. In 1839 the

OUTPUT PF CALIFORNIA GOLD MINES, 


Vast Sums of Wealth Taken from Them 
in Forty-Six Years. 

San Francisco Chronicle: It is positively 
known that the gold mines of California have, 
since they were first discovered just forty-six 
years ago, added to the wealth of the world 
just a billion and a halt dollars.. How much 
more they should be credited with there is no 
means of knowing. This great bulk of the 
precious metal is known, however, to have 
been derived from those mines: because it has 
passed through the regular channels of trade 
—the express office, the bank, the mint— 
where account could be kept it. But, in 
addition, vast quantities have been washed 
from the gravel and crushed from the quartz 
which did not pass through such channels, 
and whose amount cannot, therefore, even be 
conjectured. 

The Chinese, for example, have been 
sive and persistent miners of gold since al- 
most the earliest discoveries. many 
places they have labored continuously in the 
same localities for thirty or forty years, and 
manifestly, they would not have done so had 
they not been well paid for their labor.

Tinted paper, commonly ‘called “Cart- 
ridge’ paper, will be used quite freely next 
season.

Some new imported Dutch papers at $1 a 
single roli can be duplicated for 15 cents in 
American goods. These papers are in dark 
colors principally. the pattern strictly adher- 
ing to Dutch methods. One of them is a copy 
of Fjemish tapestry, heavy and somber enoug 
for the dingiest casties on the Rhine.

ALARMING SPREAD OF LEPROSY. 


A Frightful Disease That Is Attaining 
Startling Proportions. 

San Francisco Call: Governments seem 
to be paying no attention to the gradual in- 
crease of leprosy in various parts of the 
world; yet the fact is alarming. Three years 
ago Sir Andrew Clarke stated at a public 
dinnerin London that the disease was not 
only increasing in its old homes, but that 
new disease centers were springing up. A 
mass of factsin confirmation of this state- 
ment has just been collected and published 
by Mc. William Tebb. 

The leprosy of history was supposed to have 
originated in Egypt and to have spread from 
the banks of the Nile to most countries in Af- 
rica and to the whole of Asia from Syria to 
Japan. But there seems no-good reason for 
ascribing to the disease one’ birthplace rather 
than another. When we first hear of leprosy 
it was common throughout Northern Africa, 
Egypt, Syria, Mesopotamia, Persia, Hindo- 
stan, China, and Japan. It was an African 
and Asiatic disease; the cases reported in Eu- 
rope were | piabeety imported. Jt was viru- 
lent and widespréad, as the minute injune- 
tions in Leviticus indicate. At the time of 
Christ it was more dreaded in Palestine than 
any other disease. We learn from “ Ben 
Hur ’™ that the cruelest of all the Roman pun- 
ishments was confinement in a leper jail. At 
the close of the middle ages leprosy became 
epidemic in Europe. Leper hospitals were 
established in France, Germany, Spain, and 
even England. The crusades had spread it 
through Christendom. In the eighteenth 
century it practically disappeared from 
Europe, being found only in Turkey and Nor- 
way, and since then the disease has attracted 
little attention till now.

Ever since the impressionists made their début 
in art and letters many art-lovers and book-lov- 
ers have become skeptics as to faith and child- 
like confidence and suffer that torture that theo- 
logians affix to infidelity, Now Mr. Howells 
says he acquired that ample goose ege by crawl- 
ing under the smoke-house floor to where the 
anserine pair had constructed their nest. Here 
child-like faith is destroyed by the well-known 
fact that the country smoke-house had no floor. 
The fire that made the smoke that cured the hams 
and shoulders was,cindled and fed on the ground, 
and therefore no goose could find any hidmg 
place under the floor of that smoke-house. The 
reader must therefore give up the smoke-house 
and retain only the big fried egg onthe boy's 
plate.

The impressionists ask us*so to concentrate 
our thought upon the mental picture of boy, and 
nest,and egg as not tocare inthe leastif the 
goose is painted as being blue and the egg red, 
and the boy as having green hair. The goose- 
feeling and the egg-feeling must sweep along re- 
gardiess of accidents of time, place, and color. 
The feeling of a blue goose is artistic. 
It might a priori seem that an artist may paint 
a Madonna and give her only one eye, but the 
great fact about human eyes would militate 
against the fame ana beauty of such-a picture, 
and all the thousands of mortals who might 
walk before the canvas would wonder 
why the Angelo or. Guido had departed 
from the custom of nature. An English writer 
of the last century placed the Niagara Falls 
onthe Missouri River; and Oliver Goldsmith 
says Indians often in their canoes pass over the 
Falls of Niagara in safety. The literature of 
these writers is great and rich, but it really seems 
a defect in those artists that the cataract was lo- 
cated in Missouri and was made navigable for 
skiffs and steamboats. 

When Mr. Howells comes to the poplar trees 
of the Miami Valley he comes to an object very 
sacred to all Ohio memories. Ah, what trees 
were those! Some of those giants were five or 
six feet in diameter and were straight and fault- 
less from root to crown. They are often called 
the tulip-poplar because their blossom resembles 
the common tulip. Mr. Howells deals 
quite fairly with these grand trees while 
he is describing their forms and merits, but when 
he makes the gray squirrel dance around with 
delight to suck the honey out of those tulip blos- 
soms he subjects his reader to a kind of jolt as 
ifan elevator rope had broken. Let us all read 
up on this squirrel as a honey-sucker. Men who 
have spent twenty years in a log cabin have never 
known the squirrel to pay any rogard to any 
kind of a blossom.

The Howells home must have been glorious 
in its taste and in the affection that bound the 
family each to all. The young lad idolized his 
father and mother and when sent from home to 
school he honored our race by crying every even- 
ing over the absent fireside.

Literature must not only t, but it must 
convey information if fact can be found.

Milton makes the nightingale sing not in his 
season but in that of the bird: 
i “ And missing thee I walk unseen 
On the dry, smooth-shaven green.” 

‘He was unseen because it was night and the 
grass had been mown because it was latein June. 

The great charm of autobiography must liein 
its slavish trathfulness. The reader does not 
want to know what was possible with the eminent 
person, but what was actual. We love fiction 
when it is published as such. The “ Arabian 
Nights ” is a glorious book, but fiction in history 
ot an autobiography is likea falsehood in morals 
or like an error in asurveyor’s chain or a grocer’s 
scales. Fiction is one thing and biography and 
history something else. Even in fiction the dec- 
lurations that fall under the head of science and 
nature must be the exact truth. The fact that 
Chateaubriand was writing a novel did not grant 
him permission to speak of a bear as made drunk 
by eating wild grapes and to tell us that eagles 
are sucked down from the sky by the currents 
created in the air by the cataract of Niagara. 
His fancy had a right to create an * Atala,” but 
it had no right to make the eagles drop 
down into the awful abyss. It was 
unfair to the eagles and the waterfall to niake 
them bring about such a calamity. It was this 
mendacity of Chateaubriand that came between 


him and the highest literary fame. When truth,

make truth unnecossary, and in_ polite 
society something highly unfashionable. In de- 
scribing the elephant Aristotle said it had to 
stand up allits life, forit had no kneejoints. 
Herodotus thought that winds in the upper re- 
gions blew the sun south in winter and back in 
summer. Itis tobe hoped that our great Amer- 
ican writers will linger only a short time in the 
style of the impressionist and will take a final 
stand upon fact. Welike to have the sun set 
free from the winds, and we feel happy over ele- 
phanots that can lie down.

“The South has not been noted for its indus- 
trial activity,” said 8S. W. Forsythe, “ and yet the“ 
first railroad builtin the United States was in 
the South, the first telegraph line put up was in 
the South, the first blast furnace was in the 
South, the first nail factory was in the South, 
the first cutlery works were in the South, and 
the first gold mining was in the South. Among 
the Southern inventors may be named Cyrus 
H. McCormick of Virginia, inventor of the 
reaper; Richard J. Gatl of North 
Carolina, invéntor_ of Gatling gun; 
Henry J. Rogers of Maryland, inventor of the 
first system of pyrotechnic and flag signals used 
by the United States : Samuel P. Griffin of Georgia, 
inventor of international fog signals; and Dr, 
Alexander Jones of North Carolina, inventor of 
the cipher system used by tne Associa Press.

“The Mexican is a good medium 
man, not so aggressive in business as 
the oe ee yee but more thoughtful, 
philosophical, and art loving. When he be- 
comes wealthy he does not put his money into 
business ventures, but, like the European, 
travels and studies. For this reason he does 
not develop a country as Americans do. Our 
people are sensitive, emotional, and stirred 
to an extraordinary degree in love affairs and 
politics.

The Territorial Government of New Mexico 
at Santa Fé is unique. The Governor’s ex- 
ecutive mansion is called ** The Palace,” be- 
cause built for the Spanish Viceroy’s palace 
in 1598 and has been occupied ever since in 
an unbroken succession by the chief rulers of 
the Territory under the various forms of gov- 
ernment of kingdom, republic, provincé, and 
United States Territory. It isa long, low 
adobe building, forming one side of the 
plaza in the center of the city. It was 
captured by Gen. Kearney in 1846 at the 
opening of the Mexican War and has since 
been the property of the United States Gov- 
ernment. It was in a room in this palace 
that Gen. Lew Wallace wrote Ben Hur” 
when Governor of New Mexico in 1879-’80. 

Officials Live in Mud Houses, 


The chief officials and ex-officials of the 
Territory, Governors, Attorneys General, 
Revenue Collectors, live in the commonest 
looking mud-walled Mexican houses. But 
the interiors are as luxurious as Eastern 
homes, while the occupants’ pride is the 
placita or inner garden court, veritable Eden 
spots, where all the courtesies of social life 
are extended during the long summer season. 
This modern aristocracy takes as much 
pleasure in its placitas as did the old Spanish 
nobility that built them. 

A gay capital is Santa Fé every afternoon 
when the blue-coated, white-caped regimental 


band plays for two hours in the plaza. Then’ 


is seen the life of the town. The slow-moving 
wood-carrying burro with his dark sullen 
driver moves past the plaza, follewed, per- 
haps, by rumbling stone wagons drivén by 
Mexican convicts in black and white stripes, 
chained to the seats. Uniform cavalry curvet 
about the square. Guards stepping to the 
musie’s time are patrolling before the Gov- 
ernor’s palace and the barracksof Fort Marcy. 
The towspeople gather on the verandas of the 
low buildings that border the square, walk 
through the plaza, or sit in the bright sun- 


| shine of a warm winter day. 


In the palace presides Gov, W. L. Thornton, 
appointed by President Cleveland in April of 
this year. He isa Missourian by birth and a 
Democrat of the old school. He has been a 
resident of the Territory sixteen years. A 
mogt progressive citizen, he is giving 
the Territory a vigorous business ad- 
ministration, Seated by a plain flat 
top desk in the ancient room 
the Governor leans back in his chair, throws 
back his head, and begins in slow, precise 
speech with a slight Southern accent his fa- 
vorite theme. 

Prosperity Depends on Irrigation. 


" The future prosperity of the Territory and 
its ability to support a dense population,” he 
says, “‘ depends almost entirely upon the ex- 
tent to which irrigation can be carried suc- 
cessfully. The crude civilization which has 
been supported in comfort for centuries is a 
suggestion of what may be accomplished 
under improved modern engineering and 
canal building. We shall always be depend- 
ent on an artificial water supply—but that 1s 
our basis of hope. Two-thirds of the food 
supply of the world is produced in 
arid regions by means of irrigation, and the 
densely populated regions of Persia, China, 
East India, and Japan depend almost entirely 
on irrigation to make their, land productive, 
these countries having less rainfall than the 
arid regions of America. Japan contains 
23,000,000 acres of arable land and supports 
eight persons to the acre with crops grown 
solely by the aid of irrigation.” 

‘Is the character of the soil and climate 
here such as to justify these comparisons?” 

‘The soil of our mesas and river valleys is 
as rich as that to be found in any part of the 
world. It is adapted to the growth 
of every variety of grain, vegeta- 
ble, vine, and fruit eultivated ‘in 

temperate zone and is even semi- 
tropicin the southern valleys of the Terri- 
tory. Why, don’t you know that the Pueblo 
Indians used to grow cotton and make all 
their own clothes and still do so to some ex- 
tent? The cheap calicoes from Eastern 
looms, however, have somewhat disco 
them.

New Mexico Needs Good Farmers. 


“ Yes,”’ said one citizen, ** we have great 
agricultural possibilities. The finest wheat 
in the world—took the first prize at the 
World’s Fair—is grown on these mesas, but 
we get all our flour from Cclorado, Good 
native grasses grow on our river bottoms, but 
we get all our hay from Kansas. The wheat 
raised here is consumed by the natives and is 
grown mostly on lands not reached by the 
railroads. What we need to change this. con- 
dition is thrifty American farmers, not poor 
people; we can’t take care of them; but men 
who have money enough to acquire land and 
water rights and support themselves while 
their crops mature.”’ 

Yew Mexico seems crude, indeed, to the 
traveler who for the first time crosses its high 
northern boundary and rolls for hours over 
the bright, boundless, almost uninhabited 
plateaus, passing only an occasional Mexican 
town. These villagesare clusters of mud- 
walled, low, flat-roofed houses, on whose tops 
is a growth of weeds. The monotonous gray 
of the dirt walls is sometimes relieved by 
whitewashed fronts, under an earthen-roofed 
porch with whitened pillars. Moving slowly 
about are sewarthy men with dusk-colored, 
wide-brimmed sombreros, dark shirts, and 
gray clothes in somber harmony with the 

ull color of the ground, 

An observant person, however, sees many 
signs of advancement along the railroad. 
When the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
railroad advanced southward over the Raton 
Range in 1879 there was not a town between 
there and the old Mexican settlement at Las 
Vegas. Now, Raton with its 2,500 people, 
mostly Americans, busy and prosperous, with 
large coal mines, and Spriager with 1,500 
people, have risen along the line. 


' American Town in the Lead. 


Beside old Las Vegas with its adobe huts 
and 32,000 Mexiedfis a bright new 
American town of 3,000 people grown 
up. Init area fine hotel and sanitarium. On 
tho streets are to be seen the faces of men 
and women from the Eastern cities who come 
to this land of sunshine for their health. Even 
the Mexicans in the old town have caught the 
desire for improvement. They have put pre- 
tentious fronts on their adobe stores. There are 
plategiass windows filled with native jewelry 
and other manufactures. They have relieved 
the long suffering burro of his pack of wood 
and harnessed him toa rude wagon. The mud 
walled streets by an unexpected turn bring 
one to a fine two-story stone schoolhouse. 

The same march of progress foilowed in 
the wake of the railroad as it pushed alon 
the Santa F6 trail in 1880, past the old capi- 
tal city of that name, and revivified the sleepy 
Mexican hamlet of Albuquerque, which now 
boasts a population of 10, . As the same 
great railroad system was extended the length 
of the State to El Paso, Tex., new popula- 
tions began to gather in the vast arid valley 
of the Rio Grande. Finally, when the lo 
arm of the Atlantic and Pacific railroa 
reached out to the Western const connections 
with the commercial world were opened to 
this secluded realm and the foundation for its 
future development was securely laid.

He explains this by saying that * the English- 
man’s patriotism is characierized by a 
conscious restraint. Hisis a patriotism that 
feels. To him patriotism belongs to the 
passions which are cherished in privacy. The 
one who judged purely by outward demon- 
stration would deem the German to be far 
more patriotic than the Briton. Such a judg- 
ment would be altogether superficial.”’ At 
the same time he admires the assertiye char- 
acter of German patriotism and regards 
it almost with envy. This intense patriotism 
more than. reconciles the men to their 
enforced service in the army. To be sure 
there are those who shirk it by various means, 
but there are bad citizens in every country. 
We all know that the German army is an 
enormous and expensive organization, but 
just what the figures are we have probably 
forgotten: 
Heavy Budget for the Army. 

During the twenty-one years from 1872 to 1893 
no less a sum than 11,600,000,000 marks, or 
roughly £580,000,000—a yearly average of over 

27,600.000—has been voted by the Reichstag. 
Only a smalifraction of this expense has, how- 
ever, been incurred on account of the navy. which 
now costs the nation about two and a half mill- 
ion pounds a year, though up to 1880 the cost 
was only half that amount, and at the establish- 
ment of the empire little over half a million, 
The officers and men number some 17,000, and 
there are about fifty vessels availabie for war 
service, excluding torpedo boats. “Small but 
select,” is Emperor William I[I.’s description of 
the navy. 

The actual running expenses of this army do 
not represent its enure cost to the nation: 

The half million men every year under arms are 
not only consumers of wealth, but they are this 
without at the same time being producers. What 
the standing idle of so great a number of vigor- 
ous citizens means for the nation’s yearly income 
can only be conjectured, though the loss must be 
enormous, Nevertheless, the withdrawal of 
these young men from economic purstits cannot 
be so destructive to industrial progress as it is 
usually represented. There is compensating ad- 
vantage in the fact that the men who are taken 
from industry and trade are sent back better citi- 
zens in every way than they were before. More- 
over, they are not thrown indiscriminately upon 
the market. but to a large extent go back totheir 
old positions. 

Mr. Dawson admits that the moral aspect 
of military service is two-sided, though he 
thinks that the ‘* preponderant effect is un- 
questionably good. 

‘+ What especially distinguishes the German 
army from every other army,’’ says Mr. Daw- 
son, * is the masterly way in which all the 
principal functions of organization and ad- 
ministration are centralized in a body of 
chosen men whose one object is todo the 
army’s thinking. This body is the General

Of Helmholtz says Mr. Dawson: 

Herman von Helmholtz—nobleman, Privy 
Councilor, and Excellency—though past his 
70th year, stili lectures at the Berlin University. 
He has devoted himself to science with an ar- 
dor surpassed by none of his contemporaries and 
equal by few. In publiclife he has been an 
utterly unknown figure, and the outside world 
has rarely heard of him except through his dis- 
coveries, inventions, and writings. ‘He is one of 
the most inaccessible and most self-immersed 
of men, For fifty years his life has been divided 
between academic work and private research, to 
the latter falling the lion’s share of his time. His 
fame as a physicist is known to all the civilized 
world, but it is not so generally known that 
Helmholtz began his career as a physician. 

Of Virchow Mr. Dawson says: 

Prof. Rudolf Virchow allows politics to rival 
pathology in his affection. Yetin spite of busy 
public activity during a long series of years, for 
over thirty of which he has sat in the Prussian 
Lower House and for twelve of which in the 
Reichstag, Virchow has made addition to patho- 
logical science so sree toy as to assure for him 
remembrance long after the political issues over 
which he has fought shall have been forgotten. 
As a genuine jew2l is out of place ina setting of 
tawdry brass, so a great scientific reputation is 
not hoaored by association with fractious polit- 
ical life. Yet for Virchow it may truly 
be said that conscientious motives and an 
ardent aspiration after political. reform and so- 
cial justic, have alone determined him to live this 
double life. His greatest courage has been shown 
in the championship of the Jews against relent- 
less calumny. The bitterer the hostility against 
them has become the more strenuously has Vir- 
chow lent to their cause the power of his reputa- 
tion and influence. After all, no fault has been 
found with Virchow on this account save in Con- 


servative circles, and had he been a Conservative. 


instead of a Radical his enemies would have been 
only too pleased with his political proclivities. 
Naturally Virchow has figured throughout his 
parliamentary career asa leader of the Opposi- 
tion. He never got on well with the late Chan- 
cellor. Once he went so far as to charge Prince 
Bismarck with untruth He was promptly 
served with a challenge, which he as promptly 
declined. His politics and his defense of the 
Jews have always acted to his prejudice. 

Mr. Dawson’s book is one to be read, not 
skimmed through, for it is the result of an in- 
timate acquaintance with its subject.

TO PREVENT BLINDNESS IN CHILDREN. 


Legislative Action to Be Solicited from 

Illinois Lawmakers. 

A mbvement led by the illinois State Board 
of Charities is being made to enlist the physi- 
cians and oculists of the State in an effort to 
secure legislative action to. compel . midwives. 
to call in physicians to prevent.the further 
alarming spread of biindness ariong the 
children of the poor. This, it is said, results 
from the ignorance of midwives or ignorance 


of parents. 

It is claimed by experts that if the move- 
25 per cent of the blind- 
ness among the poorer classes will be avoid- 
ed, and thus it will become not only a.work of 
humanity but one of saving to the taxpayer, 
for if the rapidly increasing class of the blind 
be reduced the expenses of State institutions 
for their care will be lessened. 

Dr. Boerne Bettman, President of the Illi- 
nois State Board of Charities, said: “A 
large proportion of cases of blindness come 
from diseases. From 20 to 50 per cent 
result from a malady technically known 
‘as blennorrhoea neonatorum, a copious dis- 
charge from the eyes of new-born children. 
Most children who lose their eyesight from 
this disease are those of poor people not able 
to secure physicians, but who employ mid- 
wives. Children cared for by midwives de- 
velop blindness, while those attended by phy- 
sicians are free from it. The malady develops 
within three days after birth. Statistics show 
it can be cured if attention be called to it at 
once, but after a delay of four or five days 
the front of the eye ulcerates so that 
a physician or oculist is powerless to. 
render aid. Thereisalawin Illinois which 
prevents a midwife from practicing until she 
be licensed, but the license simply indicates 
her proficiency as a midwife. It has no refer- 
ence to her ability asa physician. In fact the 
midwifery law is a concession to the poor who 
feel they cannot afford to employ a physi- 
cian. When this inflammation appears in 
the eyes of children midwives are apt to ad- 
vise the use of home remedies. They con- 
tinue this three or four days; then call ina doc- 
tor or oculist, but too late to save the eye- 


t. 

<. We have tried for years to overcome this 
trouble. The matter of legislation on this 
subject was brought before the Ophthalmio- 
logical Society three years ago and steps were 
ro a then. Laws on tnese lines were passed 
in Maine, New York, and New Jersey. 
If the Chicago Medical or Illinois Medical 
Association does not take steps in this matter 
the Illinois State Board of Charities will call 
a meeting of all interested for the purpose of 
combining efferts until we secure the passage 
of laws which will reduce largely tne blind- 
ness among the children of the poor of 
Illinois,”’ | 


NOVEL BALLOT-BOX IS EXHIBITED. 


Notable Invention to Prevent Repeating 
Shown by a Franklin Grove Man. .

The folks needed 
money, and I thought I could earn better 
wages in a city where I’d never been, but I’d 
heard so much about it I thought I’d be sure 
to succeed, Icame here six weeksago. I 
had some money saved up and I did not think 
I would have any trouble at all in getting a 
place. Maybe 1 wasn’t as careful of my 
money asI should have been when I first 
reached town. I began by putting advertise- 
mente in the newspapers, but no one seemed 
to want an engraver. I never got any an- 
swers. 

‘*T started to look for work. People were 
so busy preparing for the holidays that they 
did not have time to talk to me. They seemed 
to think that I was doing something I had no 
right to do because I merely asked for a place. 
All day long I went from one shop to another. 
No oné wanted me. I didn’t lose heart until 
my money began torun low. Then I founda 
cheaper piace to live. I kept on looking for 
work. Last Monday night I spent the last 
money I had for something toeat. All the 
nextday I went around looking for work 
without a thing to eat. I didn’t have any 
better luck Wednesday. I felt as if I was 
starving. 

_ “It was about supper time Wednesday even- 
ing. I was standing on the street. I felt as 
if the pain from hunger would make me 


crazy. Icouldn’t beg. I tried to, but I couldn’t. 


Then Isaw the young woman and stole her 
pocketbook. Here it is.”’

A miserable, delirious man is seated against a 
tree with po covering but a blanket thrown 
over him by a sympathizing woman. Elijah 
Grant, colored, is suffering from aggravated 
smallpox,and as he chatters and screams 
hundreds bf men and women gaze at him 
from a non-contagious distance. 

What does such an inhuman spectacle 
mean? 

Only this: When Elijah Grant presented 
himself at the Elizabeth Hospital and his dis- 
ease was noted he was removed to the pest- 
house and placed in charge of the inmates of 
the almshouse. 

One night the attendant improved his op- 
eaghoag re and got drunk, whereupon Grant 
n his delirium dressed himself and walked to 
Elizabeth, two miles away. On beimg found 
wandering along Elizabeth avenue he was 
driven into the park, where no one dared to 
gonearhim., His escape was not discovered 
by the almshouse officials until 90’clock the 
next morning. The keeper refused to send 
the city’s wagon after him fur fear of infec- 
tion, and not until a jankmanagreed to carry 
the poor creature to the. pesthouse in his 
wagon was Grant removed from the park. 

If my labor bureau existed the cause of 
Elijah Grant’s miserable condition might have 
been prevented.

* That's just it,” said Mr. Barker. * You 
can’t stand the pressure, but poor men and 
women who have no friends to push their 
cases have to stay where they are. J protest 
that such discrimination must cease. 

Think of an official of New York so steeped 
in ignorance as well as brutality as to publicly 
assert that it makes no difference to the in- 
sane what they eat! It is poverty of food 
that makes poverty of blood; poverty of 
blood induces insanity. Commissioner for- 
ter is a disgrace to his calling and his coun- 
try. When my bureau is established there 
will be fewer insane and still fewer paupers. 


‘On the Brink of Starvation. 


Last winter several thousand people living 
in Washington were on the brink of starvation 
because the thermometer fell twenty degrees 
lower than usual. A fund was raised. This 
winter there is still greater suffering on ac- 
count of hard times. More money has been 
a a committee of relief has been ap- 

inted, 

I read that Washington is one of the most 
charitable cities in the Union. I also read 
that ten years ago a mass-meeting was held at 
which $10,000 was raised to meet the wants 
of the poor caused by cold weather. 

What are synonyms of charity? Love, uni- 
versal benevolence, good-will, affection, ten- 
derness, beneficence, liberality, almsgiving. 
The giving of alms is the last synonym of the 
dictionary, while it is the first on the tongue 
of average humanity. It is so much easier’to 
give a few dollars to stop momentary distress 
than to investigate the real cause of this dis- 
tress and prevent its recurrence as to make 
almsgiving the only form of charity in gen- 
eral practice. What is the result? The poor 
are left just where they were. They are not 
helped to help themselves, and are just so far 
additionally demoralized ds they look to 
others for further aid. 

Well-to-do citizens are themselves to blame 
for the disgrace of want in this favored dis- 
trict, where the climate is so kind the greater 
part ‘of the year as to make living especially 
easy for the pour. The great majority of suf- 
ferers are negroes, 30,000 of whom live from 
hand to mouth in wretched alleys, ignorant, 
neglected, not knowing how to work because 
they have never been taught trades or any- 
thing else. 

There never was a greater cruelty commit- 
ted in the name of liberty than the sudden 
emancipation of millions of slaves without 
making any preparation for their subsistence. 
Brought up to depend on massa and mistress 
for food, clothing, medicine, and thought 
itself, many of these poor creatures were 
merely grown-up babies. That numbers 
should have drifted to the capital was nat- 
ural. Massa Lincoln freed them and Uncle 
Sam would take care of them. ‘So today, out 
of a population of 250,000 in the District of 
Columbia, 75,000 are negroes. 

What has the government done to make 
these people self-respecting and self-support- 
ing? Nothing. The vote they once had was 
so prostituted, owing to their benighted con- 
dition, as to lead to the disfranchisement of 
everybody in the district. That’s all Congress 
has done for the black race. It has punished 
white intelligence for the negro’s unavoidable 
ignorance and susceptibility to bribery and 
corruption. 

What have the Commissioners done? Noth- 
ing. What have white citizens done? A'!- 
lowed their poor brethren to live like pigs in 
alleys where tenements should not be tolerat- 
ed, and rear children to fill our streets with 
rowdies and our prisons with criminals, 

If at that mass-meeting held ten years ago 
subscribers toa generous fund had determined 
to prevent a recurrence of the distress which 
then prevailed the cry of destitution would 
not now be ringing in our ears, and money, 
morals, and life would have been saved, 
There should be an end to this great wrong, 
and the quickest way to end it is to establish 
my labor bureau. Already the District police

know where the miserably pobr congregate, | 


A properly constituted labor bureau could 
consider cases individually and devise the 
waysand means of reform. The National 
Government pays half the District taxes; 
being responsible for the negro’s pitiable con- 
dition it should bear half the burden of this 
bureau, if not the whole. 

We point the finger of scorn at Irish land- 
lords for ejecting their miserable tenants; yet 
here, under the shadow of the Washington 
Monument,® sick and hungry negroes are 
threatened with eviction because they can’t 
pay rent! What wild beast will so maltreat 
his kind! In the name of God and humanity 
let us prove our Christianity and found labor 
bureaus throughout the country, for the mis- 
ery at the capital is insignificant when com- 
pared with the appalling destitution of New 
York, Chicago, Detroit, Buffalo, Boston, and 
other great towns. 

So it is not happy New Year to all, yet it is 
in our power to help on the good time when 
happiness wili be the rule. Think the matter 
over, Kate Frevp.

Washington Capital: The President is 
growing extremely sensitive—morbidly sensi- 
tive, indeed—to any newspaper intrusion, or 
intrusion of any sort, upon what he seems to 
deem his special personal and official pri- 
vacy. Not only are all of the persons about 
the White House, who officially or personally 
come in contact with him, enjoined to the 
closest secrecy touching anything which 
might be- corisidered - news . about him, not 
only is Mr. Thurber deputed to be the only 
safety valve through which any information, 
whether official or private, may escape, but 
all of the friends of the family—men, women, 
and children even—are enjoined to the ut- 
most seerecy with regard to the Presidential 
thoughts and movements and the general 
Presidential condition.

(for nobody but Mr, Thurber may expect to 
fathom the Presidential reason for things) 
why all this mystery and sensitiveness should 
abound so plentifully. One supposition is 
that Mr. Cleveland is extremely restive under 
the weight of public criticism. Thatis not 
likely, however, it seems to me. Another ex- 
planation is that Mr. Cleveland feels troubled 
about his heaith.

His subject 
was ‘The Judgment.’ Here came in that 
wonderful imaginative quality for which the 
colored race is noted. In going about during 
the war he had become imbued with the mili- 
tary spirit, so he began by giving a vivid word 
picture ot the hosts of heaven lying in their 
tents asleep the night before the judgment 
day.

TO PREVENT BLINDNESS IN CHILDREN. 


Legislative Action to Be Solicited from 
Illinois Lawmakers, 

A mbvement led by the illinois State Board 

of Charities is being made to enlist the physi- 

cians and oculists of the State in an effort to 


to call in physicians to prevent the further 
alarming spread of biindness arnong the 
children of the poor. This, itis said, results 
from the ignorance of midwives or ignorance 
of parents. — 

It is claimed by experts that if the move- 
ment be a success 25 per cent of the blind- 


ness among the poorer classes will be avoid- 


ed, and thus it will become not only a work of 
humanity but one of saving to the taxpayer, 
for if the rapidly increasing class of the blind 
be reduced the expenses of State institutions 
for their care will be lessened. 

Dr. Boerne Bettman, President of the [ili- 
nois State Board of Charities, said: ‘A 
large proportion of cases of blindness come 
from diseases. From 20 to 50 per cent 
result from a malady technically known 
as blennorrhoea neonatorum, a’ copious dis- 
charge from the eyes of new-born children. 
Most children who lose their eyesight from 
this disease are those of poor people not able 
to secure physicians, but who employ mid- 
wives. Children cared for by midwives de- 
velop blindness, while those attended by phy- 
sicians are free from it. The malady develops

It is poverty of food 
that makes poverty of blood; povert of 
blood induces insanity. - Commissioner Jf or- 
ter is a disgrace to his calling and his coun- 
try. When my bureau is established there 
will be fewer insane and still fewer paupers. 


On the Brink of Starvation, 


Last winter several thousand people living 
in Washington were on the brink of starvation 
because the thermometer fell twenty degrees 
lower than usual. A fund was raised. This 
winter there is still greater suffering on ac- 
count of hard times. More money has been 
raised and a committee of relief has been ap- 
pointed, 

I read that Washington is one of the most 
charitable cities in the Union. I also read 
that ten years ago a mass-meeting was held at 
which $10,000 was raised to meet the wants 
of the poor caused by cold weather. 

What are synonyms of charity? Love, uni- 
versal benevolence, good-will, affection, ten- 
derness, beneficence, liberality, almsgiving. 
The giving of \alms is the last synonym of the 
dictionary, while it is the first on the tongue 
of average humanity. It is so much easier to 
give a few dollars to stop momentary distress 
than to investigate the real cause of this dis- 
tress and prevent its recurrence as to make 
almsgiving the only form of charity in gen- 
eral practice.. What is the result? The poor 
are left just where they were. They are not 
helped to help themselves, and are just so far 
additionaliy demoralized ag they look to 
others for further aid. 

Well-to-do citizens are themselves to blame 
for the disgrace of want in this favored dis- 
trict, where the climate is so kind the greater 
part of the year as to make living especially 
easy for the pour. The great majority of suf. 
ferers are negroes, 30,000 of whom live from 
hand to mouth in wretched alleys, ignorant, 
neglected, not knowing how to work because 
they have never been taught trades or any- 
thing else. 

There never was a greater cruelty commit- 
ted in the name of liberty than the sudden 
emancipation of millions of slaves without 
making any preparation for their subsistence. 

srought up to depend on massa and mistress 
for food, clothing, medicine, and thought 
itself, many of these poor creatures were 
merely grown-up babies. ‘That nunrbers 
should have drifted to the capital was nat- 
ural. Massa Lincoln freed them and Uncle 
Sam would take care of them. So today, out 
of a population of 250,000 in the District of 
Columbia, 75,000 are negroes. 

What has the government done to make 
these people self-respecting and self-support- 
ing? Nothing. The vote they once had was 
so prostituted, owing to their benighted con- 
dition, as to lead to the disfranchisement of 
every body in the district. That's all Congress 
as done for the black race. It has punished 
white intelligence for the negro’s unavoidable 
ignorance and susceptibility to bribery and 
corruption. 

What have the Commissioners done? Noth- 
ing. What have white citizens done? A!- 
lowed their poor brethren to live like pigs-in 
alleys where tenements should not be tolerat- 
ed, and rear children to fill our streets with 
rowdies and our prisons with criminals. 

If at that mass-meeting held ten years ago 
subscribers toa generous fund had determined 
to prevent a recurrence of the distress which 
then prevailed the cry of destitution would 
not now be ringing in our ears, and money, 
morals, and life would have been saved. 
There should be an end to this great wrong, 
and the quickest way to end it is to establish 
my labor bureau. Already the District police 
know where the miserably poor congregate. 
A properly constituted labor bureau could 
consider cases individually and devise the 
waysand means of reform. The National 
Government pays half the District taxes; 
being responsible for the negro’s pitiable con- 
dition it should bear half the burden oi this 
bureau, if not the whole, 

We point the finger of scorn at Irish land- 
lords for ejecting their miserable tenants; yet 
here, under the shadow of the Washington 
Monument,® sick and hungry negroes are 
threatened with eviction because they can’t 
pay rent! What wild beast will so maltreat 
his kind! In the name of God and humanity 
let us prove our Christianity and found labor 
bureaus throughout the country, for the mis- 
ery at the capital is insignificant when com- 
pared with the appalling destitution of New 
York, Chicago, Detroit, Buffalo, Boston, and 
other great towns. 

So it is not happy New Year to all, yet it is 
in our power ta help on the good time when 
happiness wili be the rule. Think the matter 
over, KaTe FIEevp.

If the Chicago Medical or Illinois Medical 
Association doés not take steps in this matter 
the IJlinois State Board of Charities will call 
a meeting of all interested for the purpose of 
combining efferts until we secure the passage 
of laws which will reduce largely tne blind-

NOVEL BALLOT-BOX IS EXHIBITED. 


Notable Invention to Prevent Repeating 
Shown by a Franklin Grove Man. 
John Blocker of Franklin Grove had on ex- 
hibition at the Dexter Building yesterday a 
new invention, which he called the United 
States ballot-box. The box shown is 8xl0x 
20 inches. Mr. Blocker describes its uses as 


tollows: 

The voter, after being recognized by the judges 
of election asa legal-elector of the precinct, is 
furnished by them with metal ballots about the 
size and thickness of a penny, and permitted to 
step up to the ballot box. He sees at a glance 
that he can vote the straight Republican, Demo- 
cratic, Populist, Prohibition, or any other party 
ticket that has been put in nomination; or a 
mixed ticket of his own selection from the 
different party nominees. He finds also that he 
cannot make the mistake of voting for two can- 
didates for the same _ office and thus lose his yote 
as under the Australian system, for the United 
States ballot-box is.so constructed that the in- 
stant the voter casts a ballot for the nominee of 
one party he is barred by the mechanism of the 
box from voting for the nominee of any other 
party for the same office; but should a voter 
through carelessness or haste vote for any candi- 
date he did not intend to vote for he can before 
leaving the box correct an) mistake he may have 
made. The voter cannot put more ballots in the 
box than there are officers to elected, nor 
more than one vote for any candidate, no matter 
how hard he may try to vote a double header for 
some particular candidate or party. In States, 
however, in which a minority representation has 

a the ‘voter can cast a 
half, whole, double. or triple ballot for-a 
candidate, as the laws of the state may provide. 
As soon as the voter has deposited his ballot an 
alarm beli concealed within the box gives notice

His escape was not discovered 
by the almshouse officials until 9o’clock the 
next morning. The keeper refused to send 
the city’s wagon after him fur fear of infec- 
tion, and not until a junkmanagteed to carry

THE FINE ARTS. 


A portfolio of etchings by, Lepére, who, like 
that unfortunate genius Merybn, loves his Paris, 
ia shown at Keppel’s. It.is not the architectural 
beauties of thé old city that Lepére uses his 


needle to reproduce, however, bat . the busy, 


bustling, homely life of the streets. Jean with 
his barrow full of bricks, Jeanette with her mar- 
ket basket outlined against a dingy old doorway, 
a pond in the Luxembourg surrounded by eager 
childre the interior of a passenger boat on the 
Seine, ipatetie knife-sharpener following his 
clanging wheel—these are the subjects he best 
iikes ahd which he etches with pleasing’ direct- 
ness, sparing nothing of their ugliness, but 
etving even. to that the interest of truth. 
That architecture occasionally appeals to 
him is «proved by two plates, one of 
a bridge, the other of a broad window 


cut out of thesolid masonry of a large building. 


and looking out on the sunlit towers of Notre 
Dame. Up the stairs that lead past it, by way 
of grotesque contrast,a crying child is being 
dragged by a determined “grown up” arm just 
visible in the shadows. 

Another French artist, whose etchings and 
water-color drawings are at Keppel’s, is Lepic. 
He seems to sacrifice too much to strength, 
which he sometimes confounds with brutality, 
however, and.neither his plates nor his pictures 
aré likely to become popular, bowever interesting 
they may be. Those who have followed the prices 
brought from time to time by Rembrandt’s etch- 
ings will perhaps be glad to know that Mr. Kirk- 
wood has received a guod impression of his fa- 
mous “‘ Three Trees,’ a proof of which com- 
manded in New York not long since the largest 


sum ever paid for an etching.

New York is reaping a post-holiday harvest 
of activity so far as art matters are concerned. 
The Architectural League's exhibition has given 
place to the. Dutch, Norwegian, and Swedish pict- 
ures from the Fair; the Autumn Academy is 
about to yield to the exhibitions of the Water 
Color Society and the Etching club; Mr. Kep- 
pel has opened an interesting exhibition of 
266 drawings and etchings by Joseph 
Pennell; Mr. Avery shows two score new 
Venetian water colors by Mr. F. Hopkinson 
Smith, and at the Grolier club Mr. J. Wells 
Champney proves what he can do as a copyist in 
a series of pastels after such men as La Tour, 
Lioterd, Chardin, Rosalba, Mignard, David, 
Gerard, Greuze, Franz Hals, Van “Dyck, and 
Vigéé le Brun. In adiition to all this three 
marbles by Rodin have been placedin the rooms 
of the American Art Association. Of these the 
Nw York Tribune says: - 

Rodin is extraordinarily sensitive to the sensuous 
charm of the nude fema'e form, and in two of the 
sculptures—in‘a standing “Eve” and a composition 
of two figures calied “ Love’s Flight”—a great deal 
of his fascination is due to his superb con tours and 
hypersubtle modeling, to his centieness of touch, 
But in both ‘hese and in the “Bellona,” a helmeted 
bust that is fairly aflame with the spirit of battle, he 
is first of all what he never fails to be—a seulptor of 
astounding virility and passionate, forceful imagina- 
tion. Rodin, with al! his faults, and he has some that 
run deep, is tremendous in power. His “Eve,” is a 
“masterpiece, This is, indeed, the mother ofa race, 
the anguished expiator ofa great sin. The conven- 
tional “Eve” of plastic art is a soulless, colorless, 
insufferably dehumanized creature, however grace- 
fulshe may be. Rodin’s interpretation of her makes 
her a living, breathing woman, compact of as rea! 
and as complex instincts as a woman of today, and it 
is @ most impressive work of art.

Rapid progress has been made by the com- 
mittee intrusted with the charity sale of pictures 
given by Chicago artists for the relief of Chi- 
cago’s poor. Mrs. Thomas Bradwell and Mrs. 
Marsh, who represent the Chicago Ceramic Assvo-

Washington Oapital: The President is 
growing extremely sensitive—morbidly sensi- 
tive, indeed—to ahy newspaper intrusion, or 
intrusion of any sort, upon what he seems to 
deem his special personal and official pri- 
vacy. Not only are all of the persons about 
the White House, who officially or personally 
come in contact with him, enjoined to the 
closest secrecy touching anything which 
might be considered news about him, not 
only is Mr. Thurber deputed to be the only 
safety valve through which any information, 
whether official or private, may escape, but 
all of the friends of the family—men, women, 
and children even—are enjoined to the ut- 
most seerecy with regard to the Presidential 
thoughts and movements and the genera! 
Presidential condition. If one mentions Mr. 
Cleveland or Mrs. Cleveland or _ the 
babies, the lady friend doesn’t 
put her finger to her lips _ sig- 
nificantly, but a dead silence seems to fall 
upon the conversation, and the subject is 
promptly changed. It is not known of course 
(for nobody but Mr, Thurber may expect to 
fathom the Presidential reason for things) 
why all this mystery and sensitiveness should 
abound so plentifully. One supposition is 
that Mr. Cleveland is extremely restive under 
the weight of public criticism. Thatis not 
likely, however, it seems to me. Another ex- 
planation is that Mr. Cleveland feels troubled 
about his heaith.

The peo- 
ple wished to get a look at him, and especially 
at Mrs. Cleveland, as they went to their car- 
riage, and it was a pardonable desire, too.

During all of the 
performance, too, his footman stood at the 
door of the box. Why this secretiveness—and 
all so unnecessary, too?
